IF YOU WANT to get insight into 
any institution, the shortest cut is to 
study its noticeboard. The 
announcements and items of 
information thereun do not 
necessarily amount to a baring of a 
collective soul, but they most 
assuredly reflect the dominant 
cencerns of the management and, in 
the case of educational 
establishments, the student budy, 

Take, then, the contents of the 
items on the main noticehoard of 
Ponevez Yeshiva, the bustion of the 
Lithuanian yeshiva world in this 
generation, as they were pusted last 
week: One prominent item was a 
letter on the notepaper of the 
“Cummittee of Yeshivot in Eretz 
Yisrael," in which Rabbi Eliezer 
Menahem Schach, the rush yeshiva 
of Ponevez and the leader of that 
section of the haredi community 
centred on the Lithuanian yeshivot, 
addressed the country's yeshiva 
students in general. 

Dated the 22nd of “the month of 
the giving of the Tora,” i.e., Sivan, 
5748, it opens with an appreciation 
of the generally high moral 
standards of the student body of the 
yeshivot. However, it continues, a 
small minority have become lax in 
Certain respects, and it goes on to 
delineate some aspects pertaining to 
the correci and expected behaviour 
of bahurei yeshiva, at all times. 

These instructions are not 
concerned with anything that might 
be considered, by the outsider at 
least, a gross lapse in the standards 
becoming bahurei yeshiva. They are 
not warned against dallying with 
members of the opposite sex, much 
less against snorting cocaine. The 
five points covered by the letter ure 
these: 

a) Bahurei yeshiva should not 
Participate in tivulim, 

b) They should not take driving 
lessons. 

c) They should not rent cars, nor 
drive rented cars. 

d) They should not travel in 
rented cars driven by other bahurei 
yeshiva. 

e} They “should not he present at 
events, or gatherings, or in places, 
Which are not compatible with the 
spirit or standing of # yeshiva 
disciple.” 

Tt should not be imagined that 
these are mere exhortatory 
demands or pious urgings, to be 
aspired to on a best-cfforts busis. 
Quite the opposite: “Every single 
student must affirm with his 
signature that he has seen these 
instructions and obligates himself to 
fulfil them In every detail." 


THE OUTSIDER should pause a 
moment to absorb the implications 
of this letter. It accurately reflects 
the outlook and moral standards 
that infuse the yeshiva world. As we 
will see, the overriding concern of 
this - to the secular Person -- is the 
achievement of moral perfection. 
Inevitably, this aim clashes with a 
Tange of activities that, in the wider 
Society, are considered neutral 
harmless or even beneficial. Ἵ 
Driving ἃ car, after all, seems 
pretty neutral (no pun intended). 
But to the yeshivot it is a threat per 
se, and an even greater danger in 
terms of what it may lead to. The car 
is the classic escape vehicle for 
students seeking to break out of the 
closed, intense atmosphere of the 
he study hall, which is where he should 

be. It is itself, therefore, bitul

But what is the Penalty for 
(ransgression? In the worst case, 
expulsion, which means exclusion 
from the select club of which the 
errant student had songht to be a 
member. If he doesn't Meet the 
standards demanded, lie is forced to 
drop out of what, in the haredi 
world, is the elite part of society, bur 
only into the wider haredi 
community. He isnot 
“excommunicated” in any sense 
and, in fact, his general teligious 
obligations are unchanged. Ideally 
he should repent his ways and seek 
to gain re-entry, but in any event, he 
is expected to continue to play a 
Positive role in the community, to 
the best of his abilities. 

This concept of the yeshivot as 
the cream of society is central 
to all sectors of the haredi 
community, but is absolutely 
dominant in the Lithuanian 
segment, which is the focus here. It 
should be borne in mind that the 
Priorities, some of the ideology and 
a good deal of the practice of 
hassidic yeshivot differ from those 
of the Lithuanian ones, 

Now, bearing in mind all the 
foregoing, let us return to the 
Ponevez noticeboard. Perhaps the 
most remarkable document on 
display is alsa the most prosaic: the 
daily timetable. It reads as follows: 

Weekdays: 

Shaharit 7.00 a.m. 

First seder (study session) 9.00 

Minha 1.30 p.m. 

Second seder 3.15 

Mussar (ethies) session 7.00 

Mu'ariv 7,30 

‘Third seder 8.45-10.00 


Fridays: 

Shuharit 7.00 a.m. 
First seder 9.00 
Minha 12.30 p.m. 


- Shabbat: 
Shaharit 7.0) a.m. 
Second seder 2.00 p.m. 
Third seder until 9.30 


According to this table, the 
average bahur yeshiva is expected to 
put in 10 hours of study on each 
weekday (Sunday through 
Thursday), while the pace slows 
considerably on Erev Shabbat and 
Shabbat. Like the letter cited above, 
this is absolutely serious; it is not 
meant to be a show, and it certainly 
isn’t put there to impress outsiders. 
The use of the word “average” 15 
deliberate: Above-average students 
study well past the official 10 p.m. 
deadline, clocking up 12 and even 14 
hours a day in the study hall or in 
shiyurim. Of course, there are also 
below-average students who come 
late, leave early, or skip sessions 
altogether. 2 

But the timetable is the simple 
statement of what students are 
supposed to do. It also explains why 
there is no way that a serious 
γα student would have time to 

ire cars or otherwise bespor! 
himself, and hence chimes in wit! 
the spirit of the letter already 
quoted. 4 

In passing, it should also he note 
that the annual cycle of Lithuanian 
yeshivot is divided into three. very 
unequal, trimesters. The first. 4 
shortest, runs for 40 days. from rosht 
hodesh “Elul, which usually falls 
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pA ie 2 3. 
hetween mid-August and mid- 
September, until after Yom Kippur. 
There is thea a three-week break 
through Stccel and until rosh 
hodesh Heshvan, when the key 
ginter session bepins. This runs for 
six months in most years, and for 
seven when, as this year, there is i 
leap yeargumd an extra month - Adkur 
Sheni - is added. Except for 
Hanukka anc Purim, there are no 
breaks in rhythm of study in the 
latter session, so that both in 
quantity of time and quality of 
study, it is the focal period of the 
ear. 
ae entire month of Nissan is the 
main beyn Aazmanim of the 
Lithuanian yeshivot, and the 
summer session commences on rosh 
hodesh ἴγατ and runs for over three 
months, terminating after Tisha 
be'Av. The three-week summer 
break from then to rash hedesh Elut 
completes the cycle. 


IN LIGHT OF all the foregoing, we 
are ready to tackle another 
prominent natice on the Ponevez 
board whose contents ure 
guaranteed to muke the average 
citizen see red. The material 
involved is purely administrative, it 
is signed by the yeshiva secretary, 
and its message is informative with 
no religious, moral or even political 
pretensions. {t simply tells all 
students who will reach the age of 17 
after a given date, and all new 
students of draftable age, that they 
should make sure to go to the 
yeshiva offices to register for their 
draft deferment. 

‘The issue of the ability of yeshiva 
students to obtain draft deferments 
asa matter of course, vin a simple 
administrative procedure, is tou 
laden with emotional dynamite for 
Most people in this country lo revel 
fo rationally, much less with 
equanimity. 

However, in the present context, 
we will confine ourselves lo a brief 
summary of the standard defensive 
tationale put forward by the 
Lithuanian yeshivet as to why their 
students should, indeed must, be 
granted deferments from army 
service in the course of their studies. 

Within Jewish society, 
throughout history, scholars have 
held pride of place und have been 
accorded special treatment. ‘The 
Halacha defines what civic duties 
Scholars are, or ὑπ be, exempted 
from, including in the financial 
(tax), administrative und military, 
or auxiliary military (building 
defences, etc.) spheres. As againsl 
this, they have obligations inherent 
in their status, both as regards their 
Personal lifestyle and behaviour, 
and vis-a-vis the general 
community. However, the principle 
1s well-known and clearly defined. 

It is often traced back to the 
biblical account of the social 
Structure of the Israelites in the 40- 
Year period of wanderings from 
Egypt to the Promised Land. Then, 
all men between the ages of 20 and 
60 were liable for army service - but 
the tribe of Levi were not, by dint of 
their role in the physical, 
administrative and ceremonial 
§spects of the Tabernacle.

As a result, the willingness of the 
average Lithuanian yeshiva to 
tolerate “pseudo-scholars” taking a 
free ride on their institutional ability 
to obtain deferments, is Jess than 
that of the average hassidic yeshiva, 
where the “environment™ factor is 


given great weight. Certainly, in the | 


leading Lithuanian yeshivot, 
passengers of any sort are frowned 
upon, and students of this type 
enerally end up finding themselves 
Being directed to other, less 
demanding institutes. Set 

This brings us back to the “elitist 
nature of the Lithuanian yeshivot. 
When the leaders of the Degel 
Hatora party, which is based on 
Lithuanian and mitnagdic circles, 
met with the leaders of the CRM, 
Mapam and Shnui-Centre parties 
last week. the latter expressed 
amazement over the extent of 
common ground they had 
discovered they shared with the 
haredi bogeymen they had hitherto 
demonised. But this apparently 
unlikely meeting of minds need not 
have caused surprise. 

The intellectual snobbery and 
barely-concealed elitism that lies

only skin-deep beneath the rhetaric 
of equality and brotherhood of most 
left-wing parties, and certainly 
Isracli ones, is a direct counterpart 
to the open and quite blatantly 
elitist ideology that forms the basis 
of the Lithuanian yeshiva world. 

This suys that within the Jewish 
People, who were chosen to receive 
and live by the Tora, the choicest 
are those who can devote their lives 
to the study of the Tora. And while 
the yeshiva is the place where all 
aspiring scholars cun seek to achieve 
the desired status of ben Tora -- or 
talmid hucham, in the case of those 
who advance further - the real aim 
of the yeshiva system Is to produce 
great rabbis, and from among these 
there will emerge the one, two or 
handful of exceptional individuals 
who will lead Orthodox Jewry in 
their generation. 

These people are the g'dolei 
hador, the outstanding men of their 
generation. The only valid criterion 
for measuring “greatness” is, in this 
analysis, knowledge of the Tora in 
all its branches. However, cven this 
approach ackowledges that, in 
practice, pure knowledge is only a 
necessary but not sufficient 
condition because leadership 
qualifications — charisma, powers of 
persuasion, organizing ability -- are 
also necessary. 

The Lithuanian concept of gadol 
hador therefore differs from the 
hassidic one in many key respects. 
For one thing, in practice, many 
hassidic leaders are born to 
greatness by dint of being their 
father’s son and inheriting his 
mantle. Whilst in pure hassidic 
theory this need not hold true, that 
is the way the hassidic world has 
developed. But even on the 
theoretical level, the ideal hassidic 
leader is portrayed in hassidic 
literature as the tzadik hador, i.e., 
the most righteous and saintly man 
of his generation, and this indicates 
that a different set of values, based 
on different criteria, is at work. 


THIS IS not the place to explore 
these concepts. What we are 
concerned with are several 
consequences of these differences. 
One, which is clearly traceable over 
the Jast 250 years since the hassidic 
movement began, is the undisguised 
contempt in which the Lithuanian 
and other mitnagdic elements, 
whose society places scholarship 


above all else, holds the hassidic 
world. 

Hassidic thought, which is 
reflected in the way hassidic society 
is built, at best gives learning the 
same weight as other religious 
endeavours, but does net put it ata 
premium. To the aritraged, brought 
up on the supremacy of scholarship, 
hassicfit is for wlso-rans but is not 
the real thing, especially since the 
development of the mussar (piety 
and ethics) movement gave 
Lithuanian scholarship an up-to- 
date cthical underpinning that had 
been undermined by kassiedtt from 
one side and haskala from the other. 

The tensions between hassidim 
and aitnagdim have been through 
periods of ups und downs over the 
nearly 20) years since the Gaon of 
Vilna passed away. A major factor 
in the down periods has been the 
identification of external threats to 
Orthodoxy that required all hareci 
Jews to come together. The inrouds 
of the Enlightenment in Eastern 
Europe, the threat of secular 
education and, in the early part of 
this century, the rise of Zionism ~ 
perceived as secular, almost 
atheistic and rooted in non-Jewish 
ideas — were all reasons to bury 
inter-haredi differences. 

The periods before, during and 
most especially after the Holocaust 
brought threats of a magnitude 
never before encountered. Hence, 
in the generation following the 
Holocaust, there was little room for 
one-upmanship; rather, there was 
greater co-operation than at any 

previous time. 

Furthermore, in the post- 
Holocaust period, Lithuanian 
mitnagdim became a rare, almost 
extinct species. Lithuanian Jewry 
was all but wiped out by Hitler, and 
the great yeshivot were eliminated. 
Only the Mir yeshiva, which 
escaped to Shanghai with much of its 
faculty and student body, retained 
any cohesive identity, while one of 
the other leading academies, 
Slobodka, had established a 
sufficiently large branch in Eretz 
Yisrael - the Hevron Yeshiva in 
Jerusalem -- to justify a claim that its 
physical and spiritual continuity was 
intact. 

That there is a clearly identifiable 
corpus of haredi Jewry which can 
even today still be termed 
“Lithuanian,” despite the demise of 
Lithuanian Jewry, is the result of the 


institutions of Jewish learning, bath 
in the U.S. and Israel, based on the 
ideas and idenls they had brought 
with them from Lithuania. 

Yeo the student body of these 
yeshivet, who tuday with their 
funilies comprise the “Lithuanian 
yeshiva world’’ -— and whose 
separate political identity has now 
surfaced in the Degel HaTora party 
- were overwhelmingiy non- 
Lithuanian. And this brings us to 
another key aspect of the ideology 
of Lithuanian yeshivot, which again 
stands in sharp contrast to their 
hassidic c>unterparts, 

Although, as we have seen, their 
attachment to scholarship makes 
them contemptuous of thase who do 
not share their priority system, their 
search for g’dolei hador makes 
them, at their best, a genuine 
meritocracy open to all on the basis 
of ability. Thus, any student can 
advance te the front rank by 
demonstrating intellectual prowess 
and by working hard. The 
traditional path for such autstinding 
stidents has been to then rise to 
prominence via a favourable 
Imarriage. 

Ideally, from his point of view, 
this would be with a daughter of it 
rosh yeshiva who has herself heen 
brought up to seck ἢ mateh with an 
ouGstinding schelar. Once inside dhe 
family, the young man is virtually 
assured of τι post in: his father-iu- 
law's yeshiva. Alternatively, he 
might be scught ont as a shiddach 
for a rich man's daughter, and bis 
father-in-law might well help him 
found his own academy. 

But the equality of opportunity 
inherent in this approach has meant 
that any student accepting the rules 
of conduct and the religious 

nrivrities of the Lithuanian yeshivet 

as been welcome. Conversely, it 
has been accepted throughout the 
haredi world that top-quality 
learning is the province, almost the 
monopoly, of the Lithuanian 
yeshivot and their heads. ut is 
why, since the war, the bulk of the 
students in the ‘Lithuanian™ 
yeshivot have been from lissidic 
families, from ethnic Hun, 
Jews, and with a small but important 
representation from the Sephardi 
communities, 


ONLY IN ‘THE fast 10-15 years has 
this vital achieveinent of the 
shattered remnant of Lithuanian 
Jewry, in transmitting its tradition of 
scholarship to the rest of Jewry, 
been shown to have some 
unexpected — and to some, 
undesirable — consequences. In the 
first place, it has been a victim of its 
own success, in that the products of 
Lithuanian yeshivot have returned 
to their own ethnic bases and sought 
to synthesize the intellectual 
approach they received in Ponevez 
and other places with the specific 
traditions and needs of their 
communities. This has brought 
about an explosion of Tora study 
within the wider haredi community, 
but this time on the basis of clans, 
tribes and ethnic groups. 

Thus, young men from hassidic 
families belonging to the courts of 
Ger, Viznitz and many others who 
have graduated from Lithuanian 
yeshivot, have received posts in 
hassidic ones, and have then passed 
the “Lithuanian influence” on when 
developing curricula and patterns of 
study. The same is true in the 
Sephardi sector; it also might be 
noted that the same patterns 
underlay the growth of yeshivor 
hkesder. These latter were all 
founded by graduates of |ithuanian 
yeshivot who, by generating cadres

Goodman, 52, recently left his 
Post at the NCSJ, which he helped 
establish. But he has not yet 
disengaged pyschologically from 
being at a fucal point of one of 
contemporary Jewry's most 
dhamuatic struggles. He still carries it 
table with monthly figures on Soviet 
Jewish emigration in his wallet, for 
handy reference, anc still says we" 
when referring tu future activities of 
the NCIS. 

He is now the director af Medical 
Development for Israel, an 
American body connected to Kupat 
Hotim Clalit that plans and funds 
medical and public health projects 
here. 

In ἃ recent interview in 
Jerusalem, Goodman said that the 
changes wrought by Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbuchev have had a 
“profuund impuct on Soviet Jewry 
and on the way world Jewry relates 
to them. There is no longer any all- 
encompassing movement there. 
Since the beginning of the struggle, 
the aliya movement wus the most 
active force umong Soviet Jews, and 
certainly the most visible and 
Pronounced. 

“The Zionist movenient served as 
τι natural umbrella for ather trends 
in Jewish life there. The δα αἱ ishuva 
{return to religion) movement and 
the renewed interest in secular 
Jewish culture hardly hac any 
independent expression until 
recently, Everything coalesced 
uader the banner of aliya and 
Zionism. But the aliya activists who 
are still there are now becoming 
more like a sect, instead of acting as 
a leadership group for the others.” 

Now, lie said, both the Soviet 
authorities and world Jewry are 
beginning 10 reatize that “different 
kinds of Sovict Jew rising to the 
surface. Soviet Jewry is not a 
monolith — if it ever was, Religious 
Jews are becoming more aggressive 
about pressing the authorities for 
their special needs, such as kosher 
facilities, mikvehs and synagogues. 
They have also received permission 
to have shohets (ritual slaughterers) 
and mohels (circumvisors) trained 
oulside the Soviet Union. 

“Now some aliya may come out of 
the religious trend, but it is aimed 
primarily al reviving and 
niaintnining Jewish life in the Soviet 
Union.” 

Goodman believes that ἰη the 
current climate of liberalization, the 
“cultural Jews," as le culls them, 
have a greater potential for growth 
than the “religious Jews." The 
former “want an ethnic, national 
identity, und are now trying to set 
up a network of registered Jewish 
cultural associations throughout the 
USSR. There is some overlap here 
with the new Hebrew Teachers 
Association, siftce some of its 
members have no plans to make 
aliya. But some of the leading 
figures in the cultural movement say 
outright that they don’t want to 
leave." 


WHY WOULD Russian Jews want to 
stay, especially if many emigration 
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restrictions are soon to be lifted? 

“First of ail, it is difficult for 
peeple to uprout themselves. Some 
of them also believe that if the 
liberalization continues, they will be 
able to live openly as Jews without 
fecling oppressed. Even now, the 
authorities don't interfere with 
Jewish cultural activities, state- 
sponsored anti-Semitic campaigns 
have ceased, and there is less 
discrimination in jobs and schools. 
Some Jews may draw the conclusion 
that under the new conditions, they 
and their children can have a decent 
future in Russia."

In addition, “it's now casier for 
Jews to chunge the nationality line 
on their internal passports, and to 
reclassify themselves as Russians. 
But this works both ways. " ᾿ 

Goodman cited the case of a 
friend, un intellectual who has 
always identified to some extent asa 
Jew, even though his mother is not 
Jewish. 

“This man said that his daughter -- 
who is also a non-Jew, in terms of 
Halacha recently changed her 
nationality registration from 
Russian to Jewish. He said that this 
made him very proud. He is glad 
that his daughter chose to be a Jew, 
but he doesn't want her to be "too 
Jewish,’ so that she will staid out 
among her classmates. Nor dues he 
want her to go to Israel.” 

tn this manner, he is replicating a 
Pattern found among many 
Americun Jews, particularly 
Products of mixed marriages, who 
identify moderately as Jews even 
though they are not Jewish 
according to Halacha. 

The creation of a less oppressive 
and more benign climate for Jews, 
Goodman believes, is part of 
Gorbachev's long-term strategy, 
which is aimed at keeping as many 
Jews as possible in the country. The 
Jews, who are generally well- 


: educated, possess resources needed 
desperately for perestraika. This - 


also involves making ut possible for 
Russian Jews-to fee! that-they are 
Not cut off from their brethren 
abroad, including Israel. 

“In a few years, Gorbachev wants 


it all sorted oul. Those who want to, 
can leaye, and the others will stay. 
Those who stay wil] be able to 
maintain their family ties with those 
whe leave, by visiting relatives in 
Israel, or by receiving visits in 
Russia from relatives who left in 
previous years.” 


RUSSIAN JEWS are now discover- 
ing, Goodman said, “that you can be a 
Jew in a varicty of ways — religious, 
Zionist, cultural. Like western 
Jews, Soviet Jews have ‘options,’ 
even the option of assimilating. And 
the Russian authorities are more 


tolerant of varied kinds of Jewish 
activities. They are beginning to 
understand that the Jews are not a 
monolith, and they are also 
prepared to accept the diversified 
ties to world Jewry that various 
groups of Russian Jews want.” 

The demise of a unified Jewish 
movement in Russia, Goodman 
believes, may also signal the end of 
a unified movement of support in 
the West, which in turn has always 
been the basis of Israel's feading 
position in world-wide efforts for 
Soviet Jews. This is what gave the 
world movement its Zionist thrust, 
he said, even when most of the Jews 
coming out went to destinations 
other than Israel. 

In particular, he sees a real 
possibility that American Jews will 
develop a broad range of 
independent ties with their Russian 
brethren, which will diminish the 
significance of Israel in Soviet 
Jewish life. 

“Take a look at sume of the 
recent religious developments 
there. Rabbi Adin Steinsaltz is 
setting up an academy in Moscow. 
But whu says that the renewal of 
religious life should only take an 
Orthodox direction? There are 
people in the Reform and 
Conservative movements who want 
to see ait expression of their own 
religious approach among Russian 
Jews; and they will do it.” 

American Jews, he said, want to 
get into something new. Israel does 
Not excile people the way it used to, 
and the challenge of establishing ties 
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with Russian Jewry has the 
attractiveness and mystery of 
penetrating the “last frontier” in the 
Jewish world. 

What is more, ‘Most American 
Jews have roots in Russia -- their 
parents, grandparents or greal- 
grandparents came from there -- and 
they have a romantic connection to 
Sovict Jews. When American Jews 
look at Soviet Jews, they see their 
own antecedents. Helping Russian 
Jews become more ‘like us’ helps 
legitimate American Jews as Jews. 
It is natural for American Jews to 
want to encourage more variety and 
‘options’ among Sovict Jews, since 
this reflects their own reality.” 

Rabbi Arthur Schneier of New 
York, Goodman noted, has 
developed his own contacts with the 
Soviets, and focuses strictly on 
catering to the religious needs of 
Soviet Jews. “Why can't other 
American Orthodox rabbis start 
their own religious projects?" 

Isi Leibler, the Australi:in Jewish 
leader, has signed an agreement 
with the Soviets to set up a cultural 
centre in Moscow that is supported 
by the Australian Jewish 
community. To Americans, this will 
immediately suggest the idea of 
“twinning,” whose application in 
Istuel_ was made popular through 
Project Renewal. Various 
American Jewish organizations are 
already sponsoring their own 
"missions" to Russia. Why not have 
twinning relationships, including 
exchange programmes, between 
American Jewish communities and 
their counterparts in the Soviet 
Union? 

Such trends will be deepened, 
Goodman believes, as a result of a 
re-organization of the NCSJ, which 
will give Jewish community 
federations much more influence 
over its budget and policies. 
Federations have already staked out 
a central piece of turf on the Soviet 
Jewry issue, due to their crucial 
importance in “absorbing™ the vast 
majority of Jews who left Russia in 
the recent wave of emigration. 
Furthermore, a mimber of 
federations are planning to cut 
allocations to Israel through the 
UJA in order to provide services for 
their Soviet Jewish “refugees.” 

Indeed, the successor to Morris 
Abram as head of the NCSIJ is 
Shoshana Cardin of Baltimore, ἢ 
former head of the Council of 
Jewish Federations. 

Goodman is worried that an 
unrestrained competition among 
Jewish organizations and 
communities for a foothold in 
Russia may not be good for Soviet 
Jews, and could confuse the Soviet 
authorities. At present, he stressed, 


there is No mechanism for 


coordinating these initiatives or for 
setting priorities. 

“Are we ready to say that Soviet 
Jews are a nonnal community tike 
French Jews, where there is no need 
to have a coordinated strategy 
among world Jewry? I don’t think 
50." 


THE “AMERICANIZATION” of 
the Soviet Jewry movement has also 
been accelerated by the strong 
commitment of the Reagan 
administration, and especially 
Secretary of State George Shultz. to 
this issue. 

The breukthroughs on Soviet 
Jewry in recent years, Gondinan 
said, wete in no small measure due 
to the close relutionship with Shultz 
and Reagan cultivated by American 
Jewish leaders, and in particular by 
Morris Abram. He stressed, 
however, that “we had established a 
good) relationship with the 
administration before Guorbachev 
came along.” ᾿ 

The improved relationship 
between the superpowers, together 
with the aise ol Gorbachev, have 
helped shift the centre of gravity of 
the Soviet Jewry movement from 
Jerusalem to the New York- 
Washington axis. Goodman noted, 
however, ὑπὸ one made this 
decision, it just happened. The 
American Jewish communily found 
itself with a unique historical 
opportunity to help Soviet Jewry. 

The culmination of these years, 
and to a Jarge extent Goodman's 
career in the movement, came on 
December 6, 1987, when 250,00 
American Jews from all over the 
country assembled in Washington to 
bring a resounding message to 
Gorbachev in advance of the 
summit. 

“All the pieces, ull the elements 
of the past three years, fell into 
place on that day," Goodman 
recalled wistfully. “it was the peak 
of the advocacy movement for 
Soviet Jews, und the peak of our, 
cooperation with the Reagan 
administration. We feel that this 
demonstration finally got the 
message through to Gorbachev that 
he would have to move in a new 
direction on Soviet Jews.” 


THE DEMONSTRATION was alsoa 
watershed for American Jewry’s 
sense of its own identity and destiny. 
according to many observers. 
Goodman concurs: “This 
demonstration, and the tremendous 
effort thet went into it, created 8 
new consciousness for Amencan 
Jews. In some ways, December 6 
may have been more important in 
the long run fur American Jews than 
for Soviet Jews.”

“I'VE BEEN MAKING people 
laugh since the day 1 was born,” says 
Alon Laor. Interviewed the day 
after his official retease from active 
duty as a paratrooper in the Israel 
Defence Forces, he adds, ‘I've 
always been a clown. I do whatever 
conies into my head, and peopte 
think it's funny," 

His clowning sometimes ciused 
problems in the army. Asa sergeant 
who worked with fresh recruits, he 
had to suppress his inclination to 
turn everything into a joke. “I 
always smile; bul, as a unit 
commander, J had (o put on a tough 
front. 41 usually worked, but 
sometimes ~ I just couldn't help it -1 
made them faugh." 

During his end-of-service 
vacation before his official release 
from the army, Laor had a job 
interview at ἃ language institute in 
Tel Aviv, Acting naturally, he soon 
had the interviewers and other 
candidates in stitches. Someone told 
him about a job for people who like 
to make people Inugh, Sensing that 
teaching English might not be the 
best use of his natural talents, he 
made an appointment with Eli 
Revive, who was looking for young 
People who could ham it up. 

Laor scheduled an interview with 
Revivo. entertainment manager of 
Isrote!, Eilat's largest hotel chain. 
Expecting to spend five minutes 
showing his skills, Laor stayed in 
Revivo's office for three quarters of 
an hour. He told jokes, sang and 
danced a little, made small talk and 
demonstrated an ability to think on 
his feet and put people at case. 

Those were the qualities Revivo 
wanted, so he asked Laor to 
pariicipate in a two-week course in 
Eilat. The prize for sucecssful 
completion: a spot on Isrotel’s 
entértainment team. 

Revivo spoke with dozens of 
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candidates us he searched for a 
specific type of person to staff the 
entertainment teams at Isrotel's 
four Eilat resorts. The 
entertainment teams organize 
daytime and evening activities for 
children and adults, with emphasis 
on the zany. 


ISROTEL'S PHILOSOPHY, 
according to Revivo, is that people 
who come to a city renowned for its 
sun and fun want more than to be 
left alone on the beach, In addition 
to offering people lounge chairs and 
a swimuning pool, Isrotel schedules 
activities throughout the day and 
night, with the entertainment team 
at each hotel filling a role similar to 
that of Julie, the cruise director on 
TV's Love Boat. 

Revivo is quick to point out that 
the job isn't all fun and games. For 
onc thing, the hours are long. “We 
never work by the clock,” he says. 
“When you work with people, you 
cun never stop in the middle. When 
you finish, you can go home." 

Technically, most entertainment 
team members start the day at 10 
each morning, and they usually 
work past midnight. One vetcran 
member, Rachel Singer, explained 
that those guidelines don't always 
apply, especially during the summer 
season, when Ejlat is filled with 
Israeli tourists. 

“Tsraclis can be real nudniks,” she 
said. After paying good money [or a 
vacation, they are determined to get 
their money's worth. Thus, they 
may stay in the disco until two or 
three in the morning. Afterwards, 


Singer said, many gucsts invite her 


to join them for a nightcap, The 
conversation often runs till four or 
five o'clock. 


That wouldn't be so bad, she said, © 
‘except that, at 7, it isn't unusual for

REVIVO DESCRIBED the course 
is un vffort to cram as many subjects 
as possible into a two-week period, 
More than 30 young peaple started 
the course; by the end their number 
had been reduced to 21 und each 
graduate received a job at one of the 
chain's hotels. Although ther 
Isrucli_ hotels have entertainment 
staffs, Revivo said that Isrotel's 
team is the largest in the country, 
and that no other chain offers a 
similar course to train its workers. 
Revive spent hours teaching his 
evper young char,es haw to keep 
guests entertained. They learned 
whit to do with children on a rainy 
ay (Eilat only has a few of chem 
each yenr, but Revivo insists that his 
staff be prepared), how to lear 
acrobic workouts, and how to 
transform upstunding citizens from 
throughout [srac] and Europe into 
fun-loving carefree vacationers. 
ile relished the wpportunity to 
shire his bag af tricks with his 
students. He taught them how to 
organize cantests around the 
swimming pool und how ta 
exhilarate smal] children at an early- 
evening "Snoopy Disco." And he

taught them how to organize 
activities that could only work in 
vacatiuniand. Indeed, some of the 
evening programmes call an guests 
to do things that une could hardly 
imagine happening anywhere else in 
Israel. 

For example, twice cach month 
the Lagovna Hotel holds a contest 
to crown “Mr. Ligoona.” It's no 
beauty contest, and brawn doesn't 
help much, either. Five male guests 
get 30 seconds τὸ kiss aS many 
women in the audience as possible 
(one point for a kiss on the cheeh, 
two points on the lips). Then they 
dance with a lifesize “doll.” which 
turns out to be a mule member of 
the entertainment team dressed up 
like a rag doll. 

Then each contestant must 
convince a woman in the audience 
to fork over her bra. Where in the 
civilized world would grown women 
agree to take off their brassieres in 
front of hundreds of people? And, 
mare to the point, where except in 
Eilat would every adult in the room 
be doubled over with laughter? 


DURING THE COURSE for 
entertainers which has just ended, 
team members spent a week 
preparing i musical extravaganza 
based on papular songs from such 
musicals as West Side Stary, Cuts, 
Phantom of the Opera and Starlight 
Express. In the = show, 
choreographed and directed by 
Daniel Amar, team members lip- 
synched songs as they danced wildly 
about the stage of the King Solomon 
Palace. The show, including 
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costumes, makeup and endless 
hours of rehearsals, was the most 
challenging programme Revivo had 
ever attempted. Because of the 
large investment the chain made in 
the show, he was eager to see the 
premiere, slated for the last day of 
the course, go over well with guests, 

Often Amar was strict with his 
young charges but the discipline he 
invoked pnid off on opening night, 
when the hotel's huge lobby was 
filled to overflowing. Audience 
reaction was overwhelming. Revivo 
said later that he had never heard so 
much applause. 

Amar, who directs and 
choreogruphs throughout Israel, has 
particular affection for 
programming at resorts. He 
directed cabaret shows for Club 
Med for four years, travelling to the 
chain's locations throughout Europe 
and even to the Ivory Const. His 
experience also gives him a speclal 
rappor: with the entertainment 
team. 

“These people are terrific," he 
says. “They want to learn, They 
don't have ego trips. Their only 
family is the people they work with,

togetherness they fee] here." 
Along with a group of new 
recruits, the entertainment course 
was attended by all of Isrotel's 
veteran enterlainment team 
members who had decided to stay 
on for another season. (Revivo said 
that most people stay fot about a 
year; nobody stays longer than two.) 


Sami Nahmias is one of those 
veterans. Al 24, she is one of the 
older members of the team. “I love 
to perform on stage, but the rest of 
the job is enjoyable also,” she said, 
“We work with people who are 
experienced in entertainment. Eli 
Revivo knows what works and what 
doesn’t work, and he directs us. At 
the same time, we have a lot of 
creative freedom and we can 
develop our own ideas, 


“We're all very close,” she said, 
referring to the team members and 
their bosses. “It's like a family. Still, 
this will be my last season here. I 
learned a lot, but it will be time to 
move on.” 


MANY GRADUATES of the 
entertainment team go on to study 
acting. One woman just left Eilat to 
Join a course offered by the Israel 
Broadcasting Authority, which she 
hopes will lead to a TV or radio on-

of graduates imbued with the 
distinct philosophy of the yeshivot 
hesder, Wave created the leadership 
and clientele for more such 
institutions. 

But all these new yeshivot ure 
much less catholic than the 
Lithuanian ones. No hassidic 
yeshivot will accept students from 
outside their clan (except the Habad 
ones, but that is a different story). 
In Sephardi yeshivot, you won't fin! 
Ashkenazi students. Hes¢ler 
yeshivot arc, by definition, only for 
students interested in the hesder 
ideology. 


THE LEADERS of the Lithuanian 
yeshiva world sce themselves as the 
driving force behind this 
development of a wide range of 
yeshivot. But it has some negative 
connotations for them. For one 
thing, it reduces their customer 
base, although that is no longer a 
problem for them: Ponevez, for 
example, hus 700 students in its 
main yeshiva, is determined not to

expand further, and can therefore 
he highly selective as to whom it 
accepts, since the demand for 
acceptance to the most highly- 
regarded yeshiva in the country far 
outstrips the number of places 
available. 

It has also spawned ethnicity and 
clannishness. The ebvious outward 
expression of this trend has been 
politicul: Shas, whose leaders are 
largely products of Lithuanian 
yeshivot, the revival of Agucda, 
based on sharpened hassidic 
identity, and finally Degel Hatora, 
as the flag of Lithuanian-style 
haredim-style haredim. 

But the other spin-off effect of 
Opening the doors of the Lithuanian 
yeshivot to students of atl 
backgrounds has been more 
insidious. In the opinion of many 
old-time observers of the yeshiva 
Scene, especially those with first- 
hand. or close second-hand, 
experience of the real Lithuanian 
yeshivot and their heads before, 
during and even after the war, there 
has taken place a subtle corroding uf 
the Lithuanian soul. It is best 
expressed by the idea, still only 
whispered, but less secretively than 
once, that “the rashei yeshiva have 


become ταῦρον. 
What this means is that whereas 


once the resh yeshiva was expected 


to he τι supreme Tora authority to 
whom students would be attracted 
by dint of his scholarship, and while 
it was normal for different roshej 


yeshiva to attract different kinds of 


students in line with their varying 
personalities, the studem was 
expected to run his own life and 
make his own decisions. 

Here, then, ¥ nother point of 
potential conflict with the hassidic 
tradition, in which the rebbe is 
adviser and guide for all aspects of 
the hassid’s life. Over the years, 
however, the roshei yeshiva have 
assumed more and more of the 
characteristics of rebbes for their 
students. 

The forces behind this change 
may be the traditions of the hassidic 
and other non-Lithuanian students, 
which led them to demand from 
their teachers that they take on this 
role. Or it may have been the 
exigencies of the times, which made 
the students need counselling, and 
not merely teaching. Opinions vary, 
but the conclusion is the same: 
Roshei yeshiva are becoming 
increasingly the focus of personality 
cults, by being put above criticism, 
and are being treated by their 
students, and then by the rest of the 
world, like rebhes. 

if all this is correct, whit has 
happened in the last generation is 
that the various elements in the 
haredi world live “cross-fertilised™ 
each other: The Lithuanians have 
implanted high-quality learning into 
other conimunities; the hassidim 
have sown the seeds of their leader- 
follower structure in the Lithuanian 
yeshivot; the Sephardim have 
absurbed large chunks uf Ashkenazi 
haredi culture, and are just 
beginning to get their own act 
together, :

Soon after the demonstration 
came another affirmation of 
American Jewry’s distinct interest 
in and approuch to Soviet Jewry. 
Jewish emigration from Russia 
became a ‘two-track” system, with 
options officially available for 
getting an exit visa either for the 
U.S. or Israel. 

The steadily rising ‘drop-out’ 
rate since the mid-1970s had in any 
case brought a growing number of 
Soviet Jews to the U.S. The two- 
track system, however, formatized 
America’s status as an “official 
destinution for Soviet Jewish 
emigration. Goodman believes that 
for the American track to be 
maintained and expanded, 
American Jewish organizations will 
have to invest considerable political 
effort, which will also detract from 
the unified thrust thal once 
characterized the world movement. 

“American Jews don't see the 
‘drop-out’ issue, or the two-track 
system, in ideological terms, like 
Israelis do. To them, getting Jews 
Out is a practical, humanitarian 
concern. In the same way that they 
are prepared to support different 
options for Jewish life in the Soviet 
Union, American Jews are prepared 
to back different ways to get them 
out. Whatever works ~ this is the 
American approach.” 

Nevertheless, American Jews are 
fiercely committed to the principle

of “freedom of choice,” und some of 
the federntion leaders were rendy to 
Publicly fight Israel's attempt to 
quash the “drop-out” phenomenon 
by bringing Soviet Jews to Israel via 
Bucharest.

Wher something is classed as a fondstuff, 
Health Ministry regulations forbid “attribu- 
tion of healing properties” to it (in Hebrew, 
yiluts s'gtilor γἰραὶ ) Most manufacturers ind 
importers know better than to make state- 
ments on food labels that might be interpreted 
as direct medical claims, although the wording 
often iinplies that the product will improve 
our peneral state of health. 

But while labels are restrained, there are 
often no holds barred when if comes to adver- 
tisements, brochures, press releases, and oral 
Statements at press conferences. ‘This should 
not be so, Jam told by (aniel Reichman, 
director of the Health Ministry's Food 
Administration. 

Apart from dhe Food Libelling Stindard for 
puckuging, there is also a Health Ministry 
teyuion, Nu. 382) of 1978, that places a 
blanket ban onthe attribution of healing prop- 
erties to any foodstuff. ‘Mhis, says Reichman, 
meus “ne such promotion at all -- not-on 
labelling, not in advertising, not in the press, 
nat on cadie ar television.” 

If this regulation is commonly violated, he 
Says. it is because the ministry “cannot be 
everywhere aid know about everything," Any 
citizen who heurs or sces a health claim of 
dubious legality is invited tu inform the Food 
Adniinistration (Sher Hamazon), Health 
Ministry, 122 Rehov Ha'arba'a, Tel Aviv, tel. 
03-5ALUR52, 

My cundidate for “outrageous cluins of the 
month" accompanied a package of Shitaki 
dried mushrooms from Japin. While the 
printing on the bag does not mention health at 
all, the press release leaves nothing to the 
imagination. 

“Shitaki_ mushrooms have many healing 
properties,” it states, and gocs on to specify 
that they can help dissolve cholesterol, lower 
bluod pressure, prevent calds of viral origin, 
and even halt cancerous growths. (The last is 
followed by the explanation that two anti- 
cancer drugs, available in Japan, are manufac- 
tured from Shitaki mushrooms.) 

Anyone interested in these simply for their 
culinary value can find them at so-called 
health food shops, NIS 8.90 per 50 grams. ‘The 
label neglects to mention that before cooking, 
the mushrooms must be rinsed well and 
soaked in water for 20 minutes, until the stems 
become soft. One should cook them with the 
soaking water, since it retains much of the 
aroma and nutritional value. 

Many foods restrict themselves to claims 
that they will promote better health and there- 
by prevent illness rather than cure it, This 
keeps within the letter, if not always the spirit, 
of the law, 

In this category one might put the newest 
cookies by Mazouz of Beersheba, “‘the first 
and only" biscuit in Israel designed specifical- 
ly for babies and children. Named “Baby Ma- 
zou,” it is ἃ spongy cookie in an clongated 
shape easy for a little hand to grasp. 

1 had been surprised to see this cookie 
labelled o “health biscuit for baby and child" 
(biscuit he’briyut latinok uiayeled) and even 
more surprised to see a printed endorsement 
on the package: "Under the medical supervi- 
sion of Dr. Schreiber, specialist in pediatrics.” 

Reichman said that he did not see the label 
in advance, and that he had never before 
rites adactor’s endorsement on 8 food 
label. 

He has now instructed Mazouz to delete the 
prohibited word “health” from future print- 
ings of the label. He has proposed a compro- 
mise about the doctor's endorsement, obliging 
the company to remove the word “medical” 
preceding “supervision,” although tlie rest of 
the endorsement, including the doctor's 
name, could remain. ᾿ 

At the time of writing, Reichnian was still 
consulting with the ministry’s legal advisers on 
this pojat.

only for {srael, but for the world. For the first 
time, certain vitamins σοὺ! be put into a 
baked product. Usually, the heat of baking 
interacts adversely with them, either destroy- 
ing their value, or imparting a bitter side- 
taste. 

Mazouz claims to have conquered this prob- 
lem, thanks to a technological breakthrough 
by two scientists at Bio-Dar, a private re- 
search and development firm at Kiryat Weiz- 
mann, neat Rehovot. 

In a procedure called micro-encapsulation, 
tiny particles of vitamins are encapsulated in 
polymers, which protect them from the influ- 
ence of heat during baking. In the digestive 
tract, these polymers break down, releasing 
the vitamins. The polymers themselves do no 
harm, we are assured, but leave the body as 
waste material. 

The polymers are commonly approved, 
both in Israel and in the U.S, in the manufac- 
ture of other foods and in coating medicines, 
we were told. 

Daniel Reichman did not seem disturbed 
when I mentioned polymers, but said they 
should have been listed on the ingredients 
label. He also noticed that the company had 
forgotten to print the calorie count on the 
package. ([t is about 400 calories per 100 gr.) 


hanks to encapsulation, Mazouz 
spokesmen boast, Vitamins C and B- 
12 and Beta Carotene (also known as 
pro-Vitamin-A} can be used in signifi- 
cant quantities to-enrich this baked product. 
To the best of their knowledge, one doesn't 
find these vitamins listed on the label of baked 
goods anywhero in the world. 
Prof. Moshe Trop, the biochemist. who 
served as technological adviser to Mazouz, 
hailed the biscuits as an aid to mothers in 


getting babies and children to consume will- 


ingly the things which are good for them. 
“One won't have to force children to eat these 
biscuits.” 


It was Dr. Mordeehtai Schreiber, whose en- 
darsement appears on the babel, whe was the 
featured speaker at the press conference. Mle 
is head of the pediatrig departinent at NeGun- 
ya's Landini Hospital, and it wits he who 
directed Mazouz on tle quantities of vitanins, 
minerals, and other muitients te put inte the 
biscuits. Children with vitamin deficiencies 
are prone tv illnesses and may put develop 
properly, he totd us. : : 

In answer laa question, Schreiber said that 
there is indeed evidence in Israel that our 
babies and children often lack essential vita- 
mins and minerals. The most commun deti- 
ciency is iron, causing anaemia in many chil- 
dren here. This condition is also connected 
with deficiencies in folic acid (a B-group vita- 
min) and even of Vitamin C, which enhances 
the absorption of iron. 

Quantity for quantity, he said, Mazouz 
Baby Biscuits contain “more iron than most 
meats, and about the same amount as liver.” 
There are five milligrams of iron in 100 grams 
of the biscuits, compared with four in an 
equivalent quantity of beef. The Vitamin C 
content of Baby Mazouz is listed at 50 mg. per 
100 gr. of cookies, or the amount in two 
average oranges. The biscuits are also rich in 
calcium and contain significant amounts of 
protein as well. 

One hundred grams of Baby Mazouz, how- 
ever, means 16 biscuits.

IN THE LIST of ingredients on the packuge, 
one sees that the first in terms of quantity is 
flour, followed by sugar. 

‘What is the logic, Dr. Schreiber was asked, 
of encouraging babies and children to get ac- 
customed to a product whose principle ingre- 
— are ordinary white flour and white sug- 
ar 

In terms of reality here, the pediatrician 
replied, children will be eating sweetened bis- 
cuits anyway, so they are better off eating ones 
that have been carefully enriched with miner- 
als and vitamins, Besides, the proportion of 
Sugar in these baby biscuits is only about half 
what it is in ordinary sweet biscuits, including 
those from Mazouz itself. 

Realistically speaking, he said, a six-month- 
old could be given two to six Baby Mazouz 
biscuits a day, with the amount increasing 
relatively as the child grows. 

According to the instructions on the pack- 
age, the biscuits can be crushed and added to 
liquid in a bottle, as well as held in the hand. 
However, there is a bold-print warning that, if 
cookies are crushed into a bottle, care should 
be taken that a child does not lie on his back 
while drinking from it. 

By the way, for babies who are not bottle- 
fed, Baby Mazouz biscuits can be useful indi- 
rectly. They are said to be a good source of 
Vitamins and other nutrients for nursing moth- 
er, especially for those who find raw fruits too 
gaseous. A box of 300 gr. of Baby Mazouz 
biscuits costs NIS 4.60. 

For adults, Mazouz has just come out with a 
ce Parve “butter-flavoured” 
cookie. 


A FooD SEASONING oil called Epatine, 

newly imported from France, not only makes 

— claims, but conflicting health claims at 
at. 

_Tts main calling-card is that it contains fish 
oil, duly deodorized so that we won't smell or 
taste of its origins. It plays on the somewhat 
dubious line of logic that if Eskimos, whose 
diet is rich in fish oil, have a low incidence of 
heart attacks, we can algo reduce the risk of a 
heart attack by adding some fish oil to our 
westernized urban diet, And just in case any- 
One misses the point, Epaline oil's brochure 
ae a pet tposea Eskimo. 

ignorant of, or oblivious to, the relev: 
Health Ministry ban, the PR agents for Epe. 
line proclaim in their press release that the oil 
contains the fatty acid known both as EPA or 
Omega 3, with its source in North Sea fish 
which has “important weight in healing and 
preventing various diseases." 

More specifically, they assert that this is 
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“the first edible oil in the workt which is 
capable of helping in the lowering of choles. 
terol and fats in the blued and the reduction af 
the risks of heart disease" - claims which 
according to Daniel Reichman, may int he 
made aboul a food preduct. 

Furthermore. Dr. Arden Rubinstein of the 
Metabolic Laboratory of ‘Tel Aviv's Ichiloy 
Hospital, speaking at the {:paline introductory 
press funcheon, explained that it was not reai- 
ly the cholesterol in the blood which is reduced 
by Omega 3, but rather the triglycerides, one 
of the fats in the blood. 

He based himself mainly on the “Dallas 
experiment.” iy which groups of heart pa- 
tients who hud had an artery widened by the 
balloon method were subjected to diets with 
and without fish oil for nine months. Those 
with the fish oil, he said, had less tendency for 
their arteries to reconstrict, 

Epaline is a mixture of 55 per cent sunflow- 
cr oil, 30 per cent rapeseed oil, and 15 per cent 
fish οἱ]. In language more reminiscent of med- 
icines than foods, the bottle label lists a “rec- 
ommended daily dosage: three tablespoons 
for seasoning." 

This, says a representative of the importers, 
Milchan Brothers of Ramat Gan, is the equiv- 
alent of three capsules of Omega 3 fish oil, 
each of which is said to cantain the same oil, 
but not deodorized. Son people, we were 
told, find that a fishy smell “backs up" from 
the stomach after the use of capsules, or that 
their perspiration gives off an unpleasant 
odour. 

[ found the Epatine oil, from the Labora- 
toire de Recherche Metaholique et Nutrition- 
nelle of Paris, to be totally tasteless - sume- 
thing I myself find a disadvantage in seasoning 
salads andl other dishes. [Cis “not for frying,” 
the lubel clearly stutes. There is no mention on 
the bottle of any Aashrut certification. 

Moreover, the price is such tht few Israelis 
will be attracted to it. A πη τ] γα bottle costs 
NIS 17.40, which makes it avice the price of 
Olive oil, itself a luxury. In defence of this, 
Milchan Bros. could only say that Epaline is 
no more expensive thin taking fish oil in 
capsule form. 


hatever their health benefit claims, 
there is no question that mush- 
rooms, biscuits and salad oil are 
basically foods, and fot medica- 
tions. The situation is a little fuzzier when one 
tums to products sold in capsule form and 
known as “food supplements.” Our Health 
Ministry classifies them as fouds, since it rec- 
ognizes no intermediate category beween 
foods and phaninaceuticals. Perhaps it should. 

The latest batch of foud supplements, or 
“nutritional supplements,” to reach our 
shores is a well-known British brand called 
Seven Seas. To make a point of their quality 
and reliability, they will be sold solely at phar- 
macies. The range offered thus far includes 
cod liver oil with selenium, evening primrose 
oil, garlic oil, Korean ginseng, fecithin, royal 
jelly, wheat germ oil, and “Cider + 3,” which 
is a mixture of cider vinegar, lecithin, kelp and 
wheat germ. ΣΟΥ 

At a press conference, the two visiting ΓΟ - 
presentives of Seven Seas exhibited legendary 
British understatement and restraint in avoid- 
ing any discussion of what specific conditions 
or complaints these products are supposed to 
be good for. , ᾿ 

On the other hand, thefe is a certain absur- 
dity in this. No one swallows capsules as ἃ 
culinary delight, and the only reason to buy 
these, ifany, is because one thinks they will be 
beneficial to one’s health. 7 

So whatever verbal restraint was practised 
at the press meet was counteracted by handing 
out a colourful printed brochure, in Hebrew 
only, listing the alleged health benefits of each 
of the eight plastic bottles of capsules. 

I cannot begin to recite the litany, but can 
only point to a few claims here and there: 6 
Cider + 3 is mooted to be a slimming aC; 
lecithin to lower cholesterol; evening primrose 
oil to lessen pre-menstrual tension; selenium 
to help arthritis sufferers; ginseng to increase 
vitality (and some of its literature says virility 
too); garlic as a decongestant, and 80 on an 
80 ON... , 

I'm sure these promotional leaflets will be 
available at the pharmacies where Seven Seas 
is sold. For those to whom it matters. the 
gelatin coating on the capsules is of an τ 
origin, and has not been certified as kosher.

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‘THIS IS, to say the least, @ curious 
biography. It's a well-reseurched, 
thoroughly documented and highly 
readable life of τι person whom the 
author admits at the outset was 
ordinary" - and little if anything 
that Maddox unearths throughout 
the course of her study suggests 
otherwise.

Indeed, although it 
won't please feminists, Maddox has 
litle choice but to present Nora 
almost exclusively in relation ta 
Joyce. hn a 

How then does she justify a 
biography of the woman (i project 
that Joyce's biographer Richard 
Efimann long found dubivus)? The 
answer is in the not quite revolution- 
ary proposition that Nora served as 
the model for all of Joyce's major 
female characters. While Joyce 
might have written the books, Mad- 
dox embellishes, ‘It was her 
{Nora's] voice." 

While not quite reducing the 
novelist to a mere stenographer, 
Maddox does make a convincing 
case of Nora's contribution to 
Joyce's voices. She is less convinc- 
ing, however, in her compulsion to 
elevate Nora above the usual image 
of the semi-literate chambermaid 
who never even read her husband's 
books. The facts remain: Nora did 
leave school at 12, was a chamber- 
maid, and often bousted of never 
having read her husband's works (in 
this, Maddox points out, Nora wi 
one with the vast majority of human- 
ity). 


MADDOX ilso seems to get parti- 
cularly exercised over the charge 
that Nora couldn't cook. She could 
indeed covk, Maddox asserts repea- 
tedly: it's just that both Joyce and 
Nora preferred dining out. ‘The biog- 
rapher also mounts periodic attacks 
against those who could never 
understand what Joyce saw in Now 
(never the sort of charge worth tik 
ing up). She argues, for example, 
that Nora was “funny,” although

stayed out for more than three 
months. In March 1970 # general 
strike of postal workers broke out 
simultaneously over the entire Un- 
ited States. Never before had a gav- 
ernmental agency, or the industrial 
sector, taken things this far. 

It was a heady time, and the young 
and the disenfrancised were certain 
not only that global revolution was 
possible but that it would become 
the fulcrum of a new social contract. 
It was a time when the songs of Bob 
Dylan, Janis Joplin and Pete Seeger 
were considered more than sen- 
timental utopian tunes. To those 
who took part, it was all very real. 
The world was going tu change, and 
they were the peuple whw were going 
to muke it change. 

Somewhere it all went wrong, 
though, and, instead of leading to # 
real transturmation of society, the 
movement became bogged down in 
intellectual mediocrity.

Instead ΟἹ estublishing a new so- 


cial contract, the movement became 
a refuge fur social deviants. The new 
American revolution, born in what 
was thought to be the “awareness” 
of the 1960s, became seriously ill, 
and died completely at sume hard to 
define moment during the Nixon 
period. 

The author of Making History was 
once a radical among radicals, and is 
now a professor — tenure, mortgage, 
two-car garage and all. And this isa 
theoretical book about the revolu- 
tion. It puts one in mind of Abbie 
Hoffman's remark, back in 1975: 
“the revolution will be good and 
truly dead when you sons of bitches 
start writing theoretical books that 
try to explain it.” 

Even before the SDS had emerged 
as the leading national organization 
of mass student protest, Flacks had 
been a student activist. One day, 
however, he received his Ph.D. and 
with it a faculty position. The young 
revolutionary became 4 “grownup” 
and began to devote his time to 
“helping to articulate and develop 
the political perspective of the New 
Left." 

One may either smile or be sad- 
dened by wnuther remark of Abbic 
Hoffman's: “Bullshit, man, that's 
what it is. Pure, simple, unudulter- 
ated intellectual bullshit.”

HERE [Sa lrest approach to the old 
problems af (reedan af speech. The 
guthor dves not harp on the indi- 
vidual's right of free expressiun, an 
Anglo-Saxon lity rid tradition which 
can be imteipretcd differently, or 
ignored, by the Eastern btue and 
Third World couuries. Instead lie 
examines speech at its most 
elementary level as lunguage. 

In crystal-clear manner Chevigny 
shows how, through dialogue, sovie- 
ty or individuals try to arrive at 
solutions to problems. He does this 
by bringing the reader up fo date on 
concepts of the γα of language in 
our behaviour. Here he explains the 
modern method of hermeneutics, a 
term thal for once 1 was able lo 
understand. ΠῚ stems from the Greck 
ward for interpretation. He says her- 
mencutics is juss a method than a 
description of how we interpret lan- 
guage to widen or confirm our know- 
ledge through dialogue. 


For example, to solve a problem 
we start asking questions orally, or 
to ourselves if we are reading a text. 
Geiting answers we ask more ques- 
tions, interpreting speakers or texts 
in order to understund and clarify 
our point of view rather than theirs. 
We then search for more evidence, 
compure our interpretation with new 
evidence and repeat the vyele. This is 
the hermeneutic process. ‘The think- 
ing of children and adults is consis- 
tent with this process. 

Ifsuch give snd take is involved in 
evaluating decisions, then ta arrive 
aC most rational decision, free ex- 
pression is necessary. For uly 
through aecess to open dialogue can 
we cansiler possible alternatives (ὦ 
solutions, 

This rational approach wo deei- 
sion-mitking, reflects tnday's tenden- 
vy to be inere: self-reflective and 
sell-eritical. 11 ἐκ probably a πίνει α] 
outeome of modern comnninica- 

tions and transport which hive 
made us aware of the possibilities of 
ather mortal views of the world. 


THE BOOK's three sections and 
conclusion cover theoretical and 
practical aspects of freedom of 
speech and a spectrum of political 
and government attitudes toward 
open enquiry. One very interesting 
chapter dissects three examples of 
irrational decisions made hy Cuba, 
Poland and the United States, which 
ended in failure. In all cases, policy 
decisions were made by an inner 
circle, whose scenario cxuluded out- 
side criticism. Without open discus- 
sion, the author suys, there can be no 
rational decision-making. Suppres- 
sing it, government and society 
eventually pay a price. 

Puul Chevigny, professor of law at 
New York University, visited {srael 
recently with a group of colleagues 
headed by Justice Brennan as guests 
of the Hebrew University. ‘The visit 
coincided with the outbreak of the 
intifada, which gave their discus- 
sions with Israeli counterparts on 
Freedom ot Information special re- 
levance. Chevigny, the author of 
three other banks, has dong inten- 
sive reseurch on all aspects of civil 
liberties.

THIS LAST point seems (to 
distress Maddox a good deal. The 
author, whose previous books in- 
clude something culled Married ant 
Guay, feels obliged to boil things up 
by balf-heartedly supgesting that 
Nora was the man of the marriage 
and Jumes the woman, that each had 
homoerotic leanings, that Joyce suf- 
fered incestuous thoughts about his 
daughter.

What Flacks seeks is 
a society where “history” and “daily 
life” will be integrated. He argues 
that the future of democracy de- 
pends on a renewal of the Left 
tradition. 

It is difficult to derive much justi- 
fied optimism in Flacks* suggested 
programme and strategy that might 
rejuvenate the Left, He assumes that 
merely chipping away αἱ existing 
evils will one day produce the 
changes young people dreamed ab- 
out 25 years ago. [t is far more likely 
that such a chipping process will 
mercly dull the edges of many 
chisels. 

Asa review of what happened to 
the Left, the book's subtext provides 
sad but important reading. As a 
guide for future Leftists, revalution- 
ury or not, itis all a bit effete. Some 
revolutionaries from the ‘6Us are 
now respectable politicians, some 
Wall Street brokers. Others sell "re- 
volutionary T-shirts.“ When he is

Yehezkel Cohen, editor of HaTorah 
VehaHayim, for bringing the writ- 
ings of the Zionistic rabbi Hayim 
Hirshanzon to our much-deserved 
attention.

However, had he taken a less 
utopian scale of measurement, one 
which recognized cconomic 
hardships and widespread prejudice 
as the lot of immigrants nearly every- 
where, the British record would 
show less to belittle. Diehard racism 
has never been ingrained in Britain, 
us it was in most of the United States. 
Serious efforts are made to assist the 
British immigrant masses. In other 
words, ἃ comparative approiich to 
immigration history would have pro- 
duced a more realistic, and more 
favourable, picture. Perhaps 
Holmes has also been too wary of 
providing statistics. True, they ore 
Not very reliable, and readers dislike 
them in a text. But an interested 
reader is phot to ask repeatedly 
about the immigration of particular 
groups and during certain periods, 
“How many?" He will seldom re- 
ceive a satisfactory response. There 
Ought to be more figures in a work 
which will be standard and author- 
itative for some time to come. ΓῚ

SEVERAT. years ago the urganizy- 
tion of American Jewish War Veter- 
ans in [srael invited me to speuk on 
the tupie of valuntarism in Israel, 
The burden of my talk was that 
voluntirism as it is known in the 
United States is not very developed 
in Israel. My model of n volunteer 
was my mother, who ever since she 
arrived in Israel from Chicago in 
1932 had dane nothing bat volunteer 
work: driving for the Hugana before 
the establishment of the state; serv- 
ing as chairman of Hadassah and of 
several other committees und orga- 
nizations in Haifa; reading to blind 
students (mostly Arubs) at Haifa 
University; giving English lessons to 
new immigrant children from non- 
English speaking countries, helping 
the children of inimigrants from non- 
English speaking countries; helping 
their Hebrew homework, etc. This 
type of individual voluntarism is rare 
in Israel - perhaps because most 
people in this country have full-time 
jobs, and just do not have the time or 
financial resuurces for it. 

Dov Ben-Meir's monumental new 
book demonstrates the wrongness of 
my approach. There are other forms 
of voluntarism highly developed in 
Israel, and which establish its preva- 
lence here to an unusual degree. 
These forms of voluntarism include 
traditional Jewish Zdaka (charity), 
assistance to the needy within each 
community, und organizations 
which collect funds for important 
causes such as the Cancer Society 
und Han. Voluntarism tikes other 
forms, also, such as the Civil Guard, 
women's organizations, organized 
voluntary work by youngsters who 
help old peuple ‘or children with 
learning problems, ete. J 

In his book, Ben-Meir eximines 
the phenomenon of voluntarisn tn 
general, und in Israel in particular, 
and provides the reader with a 
wealth of detailed information, most 
Of it not available elsewhere in such a 
concentrated form. A lurge part of 
the book deals with the mechanics of 
forming and successfully running ἃ 
voluntary organization — invaluable 
information for novices to the world 
of voluntary work. 


HOWEVER, the book suffers from 
several shortcomings. First of all, it 
is 100 long, detailed and technical to 
make for pleasant reading. Then, it 
is descriptive, with very little analy- 
sis, and Jewish and Isracli voluntur- 
ism and philanthropy are not accom 
panied by un analysis of these phe- 
nomena. Some of the negative phe- 
nomena, which accompany many 
voluntary organizations, and which 
include corruption, inefficiency am 
as'kanut in the warst sense of 
word, are not dealt with. Moreover, 
Ben-Meir does not deal with the 
magnificent manifestations of volun- 
tarism which have accompanied al 
Istael’s wars. :

IN Honour This Day Alexander 
Kent presents Vice-Admiral Sit 
Richard Bolitho in his last great 
battle. Bolitho, a Nelsonian figure of 
heroic stature, complete with a 
troublesome eye anda troubled mar- 
riage, takes on a combined fleet of 
French and Spanish ships-of-the-line 
in a momentous fictional engage- 
ment fought with Trafalgar-like 
strategies, but onthe Mediterranean 
side of The Rock, early in October, 
1805. ; 
However, Bolitho begins his long 
voyage to destiny in Antigua in 
October, 1804. There, risking his 
neck, he daringly cuts out ἃ 
homeward-bound Spanish galleon 
full of gold to finance the war against 
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Englund. He meets again the trae 
Jove of his life Catherine, now mar- 
ried to the greedy and designing 
Viscount Sumervell. 

Several minor characters and sub- 
plots swirl around Bolitho’s exploits. 
His flag captain, the bitter Haven of 
the ancient 74-gun Hyperion, be- 
haves brutally towards his crew, and 
especially towards the first mate, 
Parris, whom he believes has cuck- 
olded him. 

Back in England, Bolitho's 
scheming wife, Belinda, attempts to 
scandalize him. She and Somervell 
have had Catherine locked up in 
debtors’ jail, but Bolitho discovers 
the plot and frees his beloved. ὁ 

Catherine retrieved, Bolitho is 
free to save his country from old 
Boney. In the climactic battle, 
Bolitho fights the good fight, and 
even finds time to hear Parris's sur- 
prising dying confession. But his old 
ship Hyperion, which by now has 

taken on the quality of a faithful 
friend, falls victim to one too many 
enemy broadsides. 
* By virtue of its slightly convoluted 
plotting, and an attempt at character 
development, Kent's book is mar- 
ginally more worthwhile reading 
than Pope's.

Boasting bright colours and a bold 
commedia dell arte style, The Barber 
of Sevitle (which is directed by 
American Lou Galterio) is typical of 
the NIO's ively look. There are 
gigs. Figaro gets his guitar thrown 
to him from off-stage. But the acting 
is real and Galterio remains faithful 
to the plot. The director maintains 
that the success of the production 
rests on the balance he maintains 
between good fun and “no shtick”. 

He also has a penchant for kecp- 
ing a well-balanced mood during re- 
hearsals. “Different casts have dif- 
ferent chemistry,” he says, adding 
with rclief “and the chemistry in this 

cast is good.” 

Two singers playing Figaro in the 
same production could have created 
tension. Yet at rehearsats Netanya- 
born Frieder and Minnesota-born 
Robert Galbreith turned the poten- 
tially-stressful situation into one of 
mutual support. 

Good humour was rampant. 
When Frieder got his neck tangled 
up in the guitar strap, Galbreith was 
the first to yell out good-naturedly 
“Headline! Baritone strangles him- 
self!” Galbreith was also the first to 
clap after Frieder breezed profes- 
sionally through Galterio’s stage di- 
rections by memory on the first try 

after first observing Galterio direct 
Galbreith in the same scene. After 
tehearsal, the baritones sat together 
discussing how to sing without get- 
ting winded while “running 
around”. 

“That's the nice thing about doing 
it with another Figaro,” says Gal- 

- breith. “You can share the rough 
Spots.” 


THE HISTORY of opera in Israel 
has not been as smooth as the NIO's 
‘tehearsals. The first chapter goes 
back to 1923 when Mordechal Go- 
linkin, a former conductor at the 
Imperial Opera House in Petrograd, 
founded The Palestine Opera with 
experienced Russian singers and an 
orchestra of 12-yenr-olds from the 
Shulamit Music School in Tel Aviv. 
According to Hirshberg, who re- 
cently researched the. subject, the 
᾿ πον of The Palestine Opera was 
_brief and tragic. They did 17 elabo- 
Fate opera productions in four years 
(ali.in Hebrew), including the coun- - 
" try's first production of The Barber 
. Of Seville in January 1927. But the 


‘Palestine Opera collapsed be 
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In the 1930's there was an attempt 
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at revival. After going abroad to 
scrounge funds, Golinkin retumed to 
try and rebuild. He was involved in 
The Palestine Folk Opera which put 
on the first indigeneous opera, Mare 
Lavry's Dan the Watchman. 

But these early attempts to form 
Opera companies all failed. Hirsh- 
berg notes that opera’s failure con- 
trasted with the success of the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra which did 
well ever since it was first started in 
1936. “The IPO opened at the right 
time,” he says. “It was the height of 
the fifth aliya which brought many 
fine instrumentalists to this country 
from Germany. The IPO was also 
started by one of the top actists of 
the century, Bronislaw Huberman. 
Golinkin, on the other hand, ran a 
onc-man project with local 
musicians.” 

“The Phitharmonic’s success and 
the opera's failure gave the Israeli 
audience the feeling that orchestras 
naturally do well and opera doesn't, 
People simply lost cunfidence,” 

en, in 1947, American singer 
Edis de weer founded the He- 
brew National Opera. She had sung 
with Golinkin in The Palestine Op-

Until her death in 1978 de Philippe 
tan the company with an iron hand, 
She succeeded in running a regular 
season for 30 years on a small bud- 
get, but the company suffered from 
many personal problems and 
intrigues, 

_ According to Hirshberg, de Phi- 
lippe was a good singer, a middling 
director, and a strong-willed dicta- 
tor. She was known as an able ad- 
ministrator and successful with 
‘VIPs, but was in constant trouble 
with her singers, Some called her 
the grande dame of Israeli Opera, 
Some called her indefatigable 
(once, after being hurt in a bad car 
accident, she insisted on appearin, 
On stage the same evening), Al 
agreed that she had a terrible tem- 
per and terrorized the whole musical 
scene. - 

Scandals raged around her. at- 
tempts to run the whole show single- 
handed. In 1962, 40 Israeli singers 
launched a campaign against her, 
charging that she deprived the opera 


of local talent by Inviting mediocre 


foreign guest artists as principals 
while relegating good Israeli singers 
to secondary roles. 


THE HEBREW NATIONAL Op- 
era closed down in 1954 because of 
financial difficulties, but reopened 
in 1957 as the Israel National Opera. 
De Philippe ran interference 
through a maze of government en- 
quiry commissions in 1962, 1975 and 
1979. “Many times the government 
tried to close it down,” says Hirsh- 
berg, “but she managed to sabatoge 
all the attempts,” 

After de. Philippe died in 1978 the 
company eee | along under the di- 
rection of her husband, 5, Even- 
Zohar, but was finally closed down 
Permanently in 1982, Many felt that

1985, entering into a promigng part- 
nership with two established institu 
tions, the Cameri Theatre (which 
Provided stage directors and techni- 
cal assistance) and the Israel Cham- 
ber Orchestra. 


‘The company limiis ifself to four. 
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or five productions a year ~ two 
new, and two revivals of Previous 
productions. This season's new Γο- 
ductions are The Barber of Seville 
and Offenbach's Tales of Hoffman 
The revivals are Donizetti's L’Elisir 
D'Amore and Verdi's La Traviata. 
They had planned to present a new 
Israeli opera, Noam Sheriff's The 
Sorrows of Job, but Sheriff did not 
finish writing it in time; the NIO will 
mount it next season instead, 

NIO's Hanna Munitz describes 
the company's direction as having 
been naturally formed by the fact 
that they “started from zero. When 
we began there were no local opera 
directors or strong local singers still 
left in the country. Whatever at- 
tempts had been tried in the past, 
the former companies had left no 
legacy. We decided that if we want- 
ed an Israeli opera company with a 
long future, we had to build up a 
local body of singers and directors." 

With that goal in mind the NIO 
invited an opera coach from New 
York's Metropolitan Opera, Joan 
Dornemann, to come last summer 
to run a workshop for 26 local sing- 
ers who also included the NIO’s per- 
manent chorus. Getting Dorne- 
mann was a coup for the NIO, 
Dorneman, who had visited Israel 
with the Boston Opera's Sarah 
Caldwell in 1983, was convinced 
that Israel was rich in talent poten- 
tial. Israeli singers, she felt, had 
good voices, but no discipline, no 
sense of theatre, and no experience. 

She worked with her 26 students 
for five weeks from the moming to 
the evening. She even raised 
$60,000 of the $130,000 tab it cost 
the NIO to bring her. 


THE WORKSHOP paid off. Two 
of the principals in the current pro- 
duction of the Barber of Seville, Ra- 
fuel Frieder (Figaro) and Eduardo 
Chama (Don Basilio) are local sing- 
ers who vame oul of that summer 
workshop. 

The NIO now has one visiling 
coach from abroad every month, “It 
costs a lot,” says Munitz, “but it is 
worth it. The improvement is amaz- 
ing.” For the moment, all the stage 
directors directors are still brought 
from abroad as are a substantial 
number of principal singers. Gal- 
terio is a case in point. But the com- 
pany wisely adds ballast composed 
of home-grown talent. The 24-mem- 
ber chorus which Munitz says “were 
chosen with tweezers," is perma- 
nent and made up of local singers. 

The NIO is lining up in its sights 
two new possibilities for creating 
revenue. Last year it created The 
New Israeli Opera Lovers, whose 
Members pay a supportive 
NIS 1,250 each to attend opening 
nights and down bubbly wine with 
opera ay at receptions. aoe 
purposely called the organiza 
“lovers” instead of “friends” be- 
cause “you either love opera or you 
ac ot on 

are also going after priv 

businesses for supper This is an 
undeveloped subsidy gold mine in 
Israel, according to Munitz, which 
has not been tapped here because 
businesses still need to be educated 
to the benefits of supporting culture. 
Meanwhile, they rely mainly for 
their support on the Tel Aviv 
Municipality and the Ministry of 
Education and Culture. 


IN FEBRUARY, the NIO will be 
moving to a temporary home in Jaf- 
fa’s Noga cinema which is being rea 
ovated to accomodate the operas 
special requirements (such as an Of- 

estra pit). They plan to be there 
for the next five years, until they 
move permanently into the $70m- 
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Golda Meir Performing Arts Centre 
which starts construction this year. 
A sizable $40m, chunk of the Per- 
forming Arts Centre building hud- 
get is being sunk into the opera hall 
alone (one of several halls for music 
and theatre). 


A watchful observer of the NIO 
since its inception, music historian 
Hirshberg believes that the compa- 
ny has taken the right direction. “By 
starting off with the Cameri Theatre 
they showed they were willing to 
take theatrical help from a well-es- 
tablished organization. They used 
fine directors who treated opera as 
theatre. In this the NIO follows the 
modem trend where opera is treated 
like living theatre. The old way of 
plump prima donnas and singers 
who can't act is gone.™ 


The NIO is also smart, he says, in 
getting a good balance between lo- 
cal and foreign singers. Instead of 
building a production on one foreign 
star and a string of local second- 
raters, all the singers -- both Israeli 
and foreign ~ are good artists. This 
is a smart move, says Hirshberg. 
“They'll never get Pavarotti. They'd 
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never be able to ufford him. But if 
they continue to work in this even 
way, they won't need him." 
Hirshberg also lauds the ΝΙῸΣ 
screening of translations ahove the 
curtain duting performance. Now a 
cammon practice in many oper 
houses world over, Hirshberg says 
this method preserves the sound and 
style of the original, while allowing 
the audience to follow the story, 
This is particularly important in The 
Barber of Seville where the plot 
twists and tums and jokes abound. 
Hirshberg also believes that now 
is the right time for opera to develop 
in Israel. He cites several reasons. 
First, opera's new and lively staging 
style will attract audiences. The era 
of opera as theatre is in. Secondly, 
videos have brought opera into the 
home and created larger potential 
opera audiences. Finally, he specu- 
lates that the great era of the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, which has 
been the grand dame of Israel's mu- 
sical scene for the last half-century, 
may be winding down (o 4 natural 
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Edis de Philippe. Poster announcing ‘La Traviata,” produced by the Palestine Opera in 1923. 
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LOU GALTERIO has been so busy 
directing operas in the U.S. that he 
hasn't been looking to do produc- 
tions anywhere else. But when the 
New [sraeli Opera asked him to 
come and direct The Barber of Se- 
ville, he just couldn't say no. 

“Having grown up in a Jewish 
neighbourhood in the Bronx, | have 
a special feeling toward Isracl," he 
said. “I used to go with my Jewish 
friends to temple every Saturday 
morning and though [ don't know 
Hebrew, when Israclis talk, 1 have 
the feeling I understand them even 
without knowing the words.” 

Galterio, a second-gencration 
Italian-American, has loved opera 
since early childhood and thinks his 
family’s roots may have something 
to do with it. “My uncle had opera 
tecords and my mother was very 
good about encouraging me to listen 
to them.” 

Nevertheless, he didn't, at first, 
consider opera as a career. In fact, 
he studied journalism during his first 
ae at universily ~ until he felt he 

to switch to theatre, “even if it 
wasn't the kind of secure career my 
parents would have liked. They 
Were good about it, though. They 
didn’t throw me out or anything and 
they continued to pay for my educa- 
tion.” After a few years in “legiti- 
mate” theatre, he began to get rest- 
less, “Someone who knew me well 
Suggested that since I like opera and 
lke directing, I should try combin- 
ing them.” He took the plunge when 
he was about 30 and has not looked 

in the 15 years since. ὁ

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HUNDREDS of different streams 
of music flew in and out of our lives, 
bul a good many of them, musicians 
ugree, have their roots in folk music. 
Having traditionally held a respect- 
able position in the history of popu- 
lar music, the folk genre even today 
is holding its own againsl other 
styles, maintaining a definite and, 
by all standards, large following. 

Every now and then a group of 
singers and musicians get together 
to pay tribute to their folk “elders” 
and release albums full of oldies and 
goodies, With rejuvenated versions 
of the folk “classics” coming out, a 
surge of interest crupts among old, 
faithful enthusiasts and new fans 
alike. 

Two of America’s most notewor- 
thy folk singers, the late Woody 
Guthrie and Huddie “Leadbelly” 
Ledbetter, have been included in a 
recent project, Folkways: A Vision 
Shared, just released tocally by 
NMC. Folkways, a joint venture of 
the Smithsonian Institute, Folkways 
Records, ihe Woody Guthrie Ar- 
chives and CBS Records, docu- 
ments the most popular songs by 
these two singers and their influence 
on the younger generation of popu- 
lar music. 

For this project, CBS gathered a 
farge host of popular singers, many 
of whom emerged under the influ- 
ence of folk music: Pete Seeger, 
Bob Dylan, Willie Nelson, Little 
Richard, Emmylou Harris, Arlo 
Guthrie, Bruce Springsteen and 
others. 

In spite of the gala line-up, it is 
hard to say how this collection will 
be digested. Many of the tracks, on 
one hand, reproduce the authentic 
sound of old, such as the new ver- 
sions of Leadbelly’s “Sylvia,” “The 
Bourgeois Blues" and “Grey 
Goose,” plus new recordings of 
Guthrie’s “This Land is Your 
Land," “Pretty Boy Floyd” and 
“Philadelphia Lawyer.” 

On the other hand, it is easy to 
imagine raised eyebrows and dis- 
mayed expressions when it comes to 
Springsteen's hard rock version of 
Guthrie's ‘Vigilante Man," or 
Beach Boy Brian Wilson's sweeter- 
than-sugar recital of Leadbelly's 
“Goodnight Irenc.” 

Furthermore, the album itself 
does not represent valuable docu- 
mentation of rare recordings, and 

» therefore may not be of much inter- 
est to any but diehard collectors, 

Nevertheless, the album does pre- 

sent good listening material and

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Folk singer Peie Seeger, one of the line-np on Fulkwavs. 
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Mainstream pop singer Chris 


De Burgh is once again in the jime- 


light, following his 1986 success with 
the hit “The Lady in Red.” This 
talented British singer, who ccle- 
brated his 40th birthday last month, 
has just released his 11th album, 
Flying Colours (Helicon). Once 
again, De Burgh'’s soft and charming 
voice enchants almost every 
listener. 

De Burgh's career spans 13 years, 
beginning with his debut Far Be- 
yond These Castle Walls, and 
spreading over eight studio albums. 
it is only over the past two years, 
howeyer, that he has really pene- 
trated the local market. No doubt, 
“The Lady In Red™ had a lot to do 
with this, but even prior to this land- 
mark song, there was a small follow- 
ing of Chris De Burgh fans in the 
country. 

As his public relations staff 
claims, De Burgh does not sidestep 
away from his own path, but slowly 
moves forward with the main- 
Stream. Flying Colours remains true 
to this claim. The De Burgh of 1975 
and of 1988 both point in the same 
direction, the only difference being 
in improved sound and mature 
contents. 


Indeed, Flying Colours presents 
mature texts and music -- all of De 
Burgh’s ‘own pen; ἃ novelty on this 
album is the singer's participation in 


‘ the production of the album, a task 


he undertakes with outstanding 
professionalism. 

There are no special tracks on this 
album as De Burgh maintains a high 
standard throughout, keeping well 
within the realms of the main- 
stream. The chord progressions ate 
simple and the choruses easy to 
latch onto. 

The texts refer to a variety of 
themes, yet the most obvious of 
these are De Burgh's reference to 
his own life ~ past, present and fu- 
ture -- and to his love and devotion 
to his family and new-born son, Flu- 
bie, to which the album is dedicated, 
The lullaby “Just a Word Away” isa 
direct message from father to son. 


An interesting item on the album 
is the song “The Last Time I Cried," 
in which De Burgh pays tribute to 
the martyrs of the Holocaust, sing- 
ing the Hebrew words “Eli, Jama..." 

Other noteworthy tracks on the 
album are the songs “Sailing Away,” 
“A Night on the River," and ‘the 
ballad “Suddenly Love.” With a to- 
tal of 12 new songs, this album cer- 
tainly lives up to its name and to the 
€xpeciations of Chris De Burgh’s 
now immense following. No doubt 
Flying Colours will score well in’ 
many homes and on many charts.

Would it come as a surprise to 
know that they are lines spoken in 
Leonce and Lena, a drama by 19th- 
century German playwright Georg 
Hiichner? This German equivalent 
of delce far niente, which will open 
at Jerusalem's Khan Theatre on De- 
cember ἢ, was written in 1836 and is 
considered one of the forerunners of 
modern drama. “Biichner's impor- 
tance lies in his attempts to break 
away from the conventions of Ger- 
man theatre and the usual themes 
associated with it,” said guest direc- 
tor Conny Hannes Meyer. 

“For example, German theatre in 
the early 19th century was decidedly 
classicaj; its themes were taken from 
mythology or ancient history and 
treated in a pompous grand-manner 
style. Biichner uses the theme of 
nobility as a ῥοίσι of departure to 
set forth his theories about the ori- 
gins and pathology of idleness.” 

His two principal characters, 
Leonce and Lena, are prince and 
princess from the fictitious king- 
doms of Popo and Pipi (whose 
names mean exactly what they 
sound like) who are to be wed, al- 
though they have never met. 

Both feel powerless to change 
their fates, Leonce's inability to 
break away from his traditional 
mould causes him frequent lapses 
into an elegant cynicism, totally be- 
fitting his noble rank. Of his prince- 
ly education which grooms him to be 
king, he says “I have acquired un- 
common skill in doing nothing. [ am 
distinguished by marvellous persis- 
tence in laziness. Never has the soil 
drunk a drop from my brow." 

Lena is likewise a captive of her 
caste. Languishing for “the right 
man," she bemoans her forthcom- 
ing marriage. “Why do they drive a 
nail through (wo hands that never 
sought each other? Am I no more 
than the poor helpless stream forced 
to reflect every Image that bends 
over its troubled bed?” 


WHEN THE TWO meet for the 
first time, they both use language 
filled with death symbolism. Lena's 
first impression of Leance is of one 
who has “spring on his cheek and 
winter in his heart.” Leonce, who 
realizes that the plans for their royal 
marriage have thwarted his own το- 
mantic demise, complains to his be- 
trothed, “You've done me out of a 
Miost beautiful suicide, If I live to be 
a hundred, I'll never find such an 
excellent moment for it: and the 
weather couldn't be better!" 

Meyer adds a see each other 
as a beautiful death because life is 
not worth living. Ironically, death 
looks like a fulfilment of life. Bach- 
ner makes the yearning for death a 
very funny thing. 

“His satire must be understood on 
two levels,” the director continued. 
“While he is making fun of the fol- 
lies of courtly Hfe, his barbs are by 
ΠΟ means limited to it. They are 
directed to everyone who, when 
confronted by’ the insurmountable 
problems of life, choose uninvolve- 
ment. That which the 19th centu: 
cailed ‘meiancholy boredom,” we 
call today ‘inner emptiness,” 
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Language of death 
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Written in 1836 when Germany 
was divided into often hostile city 
States, the work caused something 
of a revolutionary stir, In fact, its 
parody of the monarchy prevented 
Its publication until 1858 and its the- 
atrical debut until 1895, By that time 
it was recognized as having adum- 
brated many of the theatrical de- 
vices of nascent German 
Expressionism. 

For example, Bilchner introduced 
an almost bare stage rather than the 
sumptuous stage sets of the classical 
theatre. Using only a few elements 
with each carrying a great signifi- 
cance, he developed the doctrine 
that a part can stand for a whole; 
that is, a single decorated chair can 
refer to a whole court scene, or a 
lone earring displayed prominently 
can be a substitute for a complete 
array of royal costumes. 

To stress the lack of contro! that 
individuals have in their own lives, 
he instituted stylized movement, as 
if the actors were marionettes. 

_ He also pioneered the introduc- 
tion of documentary material such 
85 pamphlets and letters as script. 
His figures would momentarily halt 
their lines and begin to read from a 
book or political tract known to the 
audience, 

Bichner had a short life; he died 
of ‘typhus at the age of 23. His 
entire dramatic output consists of 
three plays, all of which, however, 
have enjoyed wide popularity, grap- 
pling with the concept of personal 
responsibility. 

In addition to Leonce and Lena, 
he authored the critically-acclaimed 
Woyzeck which recounts the sensa- 
tional murder trial of Johann Chris- 
tian Woyzeck who in 1821 stabbed 
to death the woman with whom he 
had been living. He was executed 
for the crime after defence claims 
that he was not responsible by rea- 
son of insanity were rejected. His 
second novel, The Death of Danton 
(1835) was about the trial and exe- 
cution cid oes Jacques Danton, 
the prominent French revolutionary 
whose cry was, “I did what I had to

CONNY HANNES MEYER, 57, 
Survivor of Auschwitz, is one of the 
leading lights of the theatrical world 
in Vienna to which he returned after 
the Second World War, He is most 
well-known in his own country as 
the founder and Present director. of 
the Komodianten Theatre.

Much of it was still an official the- 
atre, a holdover from the Nazi peri- 
od. Performing shop-worn harmless 
old classical plays was the norm. 

“Two previous efforts to lift Vien- 
na out of its theatrical doldrums had 
failed, Fritz Kortner, a Jew, had 
attempted to create some sort of 
critical theatre; and after him, there 
was Scala Theatre. The latter was 
staffed only with former emigrants. 
Their hatred for Austria's treatment 
of them was extreme and in their 
protest they tended toward Commu- 
nist plays. They were more or les 
ignored as a critical voice.” 

Komodianten was the third - and 
first successful — attempt to revital- 
ize the Viennese stage. “It could be 
called a permanent experimental 
theatre. Our desire is to connect the 
unconnectable. We have expres: 
sionist drama, Japanese Kabuki 
Theatre, epic, Shakespeare, even 
kitsch. Our patrons have become 
accustomed ἰὼ expect [δὲ 
unexpeeted.” 

Meyer's training for such a ven- 
ture was nurtured by his apprentice- 
ship to Bertokd Brecht. Brecht’s 
contribution to 20th-century drama 
is tied to his Epic ‘Theatre, which 
emphasized the abandonment of 
naturalism in favour of abstraction, 
and the utilization of alienation ef- 
fects and stylized movement. “His 
theories took much from Bachner, 
so my work with the former laid the 
groundwork for my direction of the 
latter," Meyer stressed. 

Meyer has performed Leonce and 
Lena before. “There is a certain 
timelessness to the plot. It can easily 
pass for a 20th-century or even con- 
temporary story. Each time J direct 
it, I take my cue from the times in 
which | find myself. For exam 
when I performed it in the 1970s, ! 
played Leonce's and Lena's idleness 
as a satire on the hippie movement. 
The royal couple were the 19th-cen- 
tury’s prefiguration of flower 
children.” . 

Meyer's interpretation of the 
courtly figures as denizens of the 
“laid back” generation are borne 
out time and again. Let the musings 
of Valerio, Leonce’s page, suffice 
for the whole drift of the “hippie 
dialogue: “I shall lie down in t 
grass and let my nose blossom; when 
bees and butterflies balance on it, & 
on ἃ rose, may my nosé derive υἱῷ 
mantic sensations.” And then, birt 
ed into benign psychedelia, 
states, “How much feeling I have 
for nature. The grass looks 50 Joey 
that one would like to be an ox eas 
to eat it and then again a man, “τ 
to eat the ox that has eaten ἢ 


grass.

In 1974, when dancer-choreogra- 
pher Holmes, then aged 26, re- 
turned to his home city after training 
in New York with the Dance The- 
atre of Harlem and at the Alvin 
Ailey Dance Centre, he decided to 
form a company — and he did it there 
and then. At first it was all black, 
but later (like the Alvin Ailey com- 
pany) it began to include dancers 
not only because they were black 
but because they were good. 

When Holmes died two years ago, 
the company proved that it could 
withstand the shock of losing him. It 
had what someone has called “in- 
built stability” with Randy Duncan, 
who had been the chief assistant to 
Holmes as artistic director. 


Duncan, himself a dancer and 


choreographer of note, will be 
spending a few days here in the com- 
ing week, in preparation for the 
company’s “season” from Decem- 
ber 12 to 18. He is stil] a leading 
dancer of the company of 12. His 
choreography, too, has been praised 
for its “high energy.” 

Ann Barzel, one of America’s 
veteran critics, has said that “the

From the point of view of dance, 
Eshkol is a world figure. That was 
one of the reasons why the first In- 
ternational Congress on Movement 
Notation was held at Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity four years ago. Her students’ 
demonstration of her dance move- 
ment system, and her own discus- 
sions of her notation methods, were 
highlights of the congress. 

Among the notation methods rep- 
resented - besides Labannotation 
und Benesh choreology — was a Chi- 
nese system devised by Wu Ji Mei 
and Gao Chun Lin, but neither of 
these authors was allowed to come 
to Israel in 1984. ; 

On her return from China this 
year, Professor Eshkol expressed 
the view that contacts between Is- 
raeli and Chinese . authorities on 
dance notation would develop 
further. 

“The mutual respect was remark- 


able," she is reported to have said. 
One session was devoted entirely to 
the Eshkol-Wachman movement 
notation. Despite language difficul- 
ties, not to mention the absence of 
formal diplomatic relations, the 
contacts were “efficient, generous 
and unaggressive,” and in the field 
of dance notation “are likely to 
thrive."* 

It is relevant to mention that the 
Chinese Foreign Ministry is report- 
ed to have instructed its ambassa- 
dors abroad to form contacts with 
Israeli ambassadors, Could the Esh- 
kol visit have had something to do 
with this? 


THE ENSEMBLE JERUSALEM

RUTH ESHEL, -the well-known 
dancer-teacher who choreographs 
her own programmes, has written an 

. interesting and lively article she has 
called “The Crisis in Modern Dance 
in Israel in the Fifties" in the Dance . 
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Annual 1987/88 recently issued. Ac- 
tually, the period was hardly in cri- 
sis, but the article does reflect the 
changes that came over dance dur- 
ing the 1960s, after the doldrums of 
the 1950s. It is Eshel’s personal view 
and not all of it is incontrovertible, 
but it is a kind of history 
nevertheless. 

She begins with the sentence: 
“For about 30 years (1920-1951) 
modern dance flourished in Israel.” 
I gather she is too young to have 
first-hand experience of the 1920s, 
but even from reading, this is surely 
not quite accurate. ᾿ 

Agadati was someone special, but 
even he turned to other things than 
dance and did not found a style. 
Mordechai Golinkin’s opera compa- 
ny, in which Rina Nikova was prima 
ballerina, did not last and Nikova 
went on to found the Yemenite 
Singing Ballet in the 1930s and the 
Biblical Ballet only after World War 
II ended and not in the 1920s. 

Sara Levi Tanai didn’t found her 
Inbal Dance Theatre till the end of 
the 1940s, and even Gertrud Kraus, 
whose influence was strong in the 
1930s, could not keep a company 
going and became more important 
as a teacher until her death 11 years 
ago. Anna Sokolow came here in 
the 1950s, but did not start her 
short-lived Lyric Theatre until the 
1960s, 

Eshel is right when she says that 
modern dance life in Israel really 
‘began with Batsheva de Roth- 
schild's companies in the 1960s. 
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Sir Kenneth MacMillan, the ccle- 
brated British choreographer, had a 
heart attack during the Ruyi 
let's Australian tour in August, and 
though he is recovering well. his 
work-in-progress, a full-length 
Prince of the Pagodas scheduled for 
next May, has been postponed to 
December 1989, 

It will be replaced by Natalia Ma- 


y karova's full-length production of 


La Bayadere, originally staged for 
the American Ballet Theatre but 
new as a four-acter in the Royal 
Ballet repertoire. A one-act version 
of the “Kingdom of the Shadows" 
section set by Nureyev, with himself 
as Solor, was performed by the Roy- 
al Ballet some time ago, but not the 
full-length work. Makarova is due to 
dance with the Royal Ballet this 
month and again in January. 

Prince of the Pagodas is a curious 
choice for MacMillan. The late John 
Cranko created a ballet on this 
theme for the Royal Ballet in 1957 
and it was repeated several times 
until 1960, even though some people 
- and Cranko himself -- found some 
fault with it. When Cranko went to 
Stuttgart, he revived it there for ἃ 
time. 

Cranko and Macmillan worked 
together for a time at the Sadler's 
Wells Ballet, and it will be interest- 
ing to see whether MacMillan uses 
the same libretto (Jargely assembled 
by Cranko) and the same Benjamin 
Britten music. 


TWYLA THARP, who had her 
own company for more than 20 
years, has joined the American Bal- 
let Theatre as artistic associate of 
Mikhail Baryshnikov, who is still di- 
rector in cluef. Seven members of 
her company have joined the ABT, 
and she will choreograph a new 
work for the coming season. 

Baryshnikov himself has under- 
gone a knee operation and has had 
to cancel a tour of his own ensemble 
called Baryshnikov and Company. 
John Taras is designated as associate 
director of ABT.

geoisie. Beaumarchais was not, as 
some may suppose, a librettist popu- 
lar with opera composers like Mo- 
zart or, in the following century, 
Rossini (The Burber of Seville), but 
was a celebrated 18th-century writer 
of daring, gay and sparkling come- 
dies, who was popular in his own 
time. 

His view of French society before 
the outbreak of the Revolution was 
witty, worldly, ironic, invested with 
no sentiment or spirituality but with 
sharp, Gallic wit. It was Mozart 
who, with his uncynical, happy 
brand of Austrian humour and his 
glorious arias, gave us the Marriage 
with which most of iis identify today 
- optimistic, mischievous, and ro- 
mantic. This visiting Romanian di- 
rector gives us neither. Our beloved 
Figaro — the sly, scheming lackey — is 
ho gracioso character, part buffoon, 
part charmer, part imposter, but a 
nasty, narcissistic macho type, lean, 
lithe and hard-muscled. 

Yitzhak Hiskia does, however, 
reinforce our fonder memories with 
stridently misplaced snatches of the 
precious Mozart arias. Youssef 
Abu-Warda does, at least, render 
with elegance and grace a charming 


» Count Almaviva who contrives to 


survive the counterpoint of the mod- 
macho Figaro as well as the much- 
defeating mise-en-scéne. (The con- 
temporary comment carried out by 
sceneshifters “rocking” to Walkmen 
and actors “resting” with their ciga- 
rettes in the wings was a treatment 
that totally misfired.) 

There were more picturesque per- 
formances in smaller roles such as 
Vicky Moran (a village wench), 
Nuriel Tobias (the Sun Snatcher), 
Menachem Eini (a grotesque Basi- 
lio), Rina Rosenbaum (a predatory, 
prettified Marselline), but all the 
rest was over-hectic or over-heavy. 

As to the updated humour, 18th- 
century sophistication and court rib- 
aldry was here replaced with crude, 
coarse, may be mitteleuropiisch 
Peasant antics, often offputting and al- 
ways vulgar. As to spectacle, there 
was a rich parade of silks and satins, 
lavishly trimmed with ostrich feath- 
ers (Kibbutz Ha’on) in pale pustel 
shades ranging from Watteau to 
Fragonard.

THE NATIONAL Centre for 
Theatre and Music in Cairo has 
initiated a programme to use 
tank-carriers as travelling Stages 
for performances around the 
country. 

The centre is affiliated to the 
Egyptian Ministry of Culture 
headed by a dynamic minister, 
Farouk Husni. It has made ef- 
forts to get theatrical produc- 
tions out to the masses in towns 
and villages, contending that it is 
not acceptable that only the pop- 
ulace of the capital should enjoy 
them. 

The minister and his aides 
have also pointed out that, now 
that Cairo has a magnificent new 
opera house, it becomes all the 
more unacceptable that there are 
ho suitable performing stages in 
the provinces, 

A former high-ranking army 
officer had the idea of getting the 
Tank Corps to set aside a few 
tank-carriers not in active sér- 
vice, to serve as platforms for 
travelling drama troupes. His 
Proposal was accepted. 

The centre's director, Dr. 
Hamdi el-Gabri, told the media 
that, at first, only one such carri- 
er would be used, with two theat- 
tical groups accompanying it on 
its travels in a convoy of minibus- 
es, Plays for children and adults 
would be presented alternat- 
ingly. Leading actors have volun- 
teered to join the project.

AREADER, a rather clegant wom- 
an, stopped me recently to tell me 
that she had eaten in a restaurant 
about which 1 had written favoura- 
bly. “OF course," she added, “we 
usually go oul to Marvad Haksa- 
mim. Do you know it?” 

{ answered that at one time, when 
Iwas a student. I had been a regular 
client of this small but well-estab- 
lished restaurant in downtown Jeru- 
salem, but I had not been there for 
man! AS. 

tr ine days, I recalled, it had 
been a Yemenite restaurant long be- 
fore anyone had thought that there 
might be anything special or chic 
about an ethnic restaurant, It wasn’t 
so much the specific dishes thal gave 
the place its character, bul the sea- 
soning that went into everything. 

But most of all, there was the 
family which still runs the place. The 
sons were tall and lean. the daugh- 
ters exquisitely beautiful. For a 
young student from abroad, it was 
just enough to hear them pronounce 
every het and ayin. 

In appearance, the place hasn't 
changed much. The tables and 
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chairs ave new, and the restaurant, 
a: ways, spotlessly clean. But [ did 
fect the change when die waitress 
cume to like our order. She might 
have been Yemenite, or she might 
have heen anything else: Kurdish, 
Moroccan or pure Polish. Her He- 
brew was straight sabra, lilting, 
good-natured and with the faint bint 
of mischief in every sentence. 


THE MENU hadn‘t changed much, 
except that it now included 
malawah, a traditional Yemenite 
bread/pastry that first become popu- 
lar in Tel Aviv pubs and has now 
spread to the new Yemenite restau- 
rants which dot our cities. It resem- 
bles a large, flat, unseasoned, soft 
flakey pastry. 

Naturally | ordered it; and it came 
with a dish of plain, fresh, shredded 
tomato, the sort of thing that onc 
might find with pasta in a restaurant 
specializing in nouvelle cuisine. 


The tomato was conipletely un- 
seasoned so, very gingerly, | added 
a tiny bit of the green hot pepper 
sauce on the (able. Nothing hap- 
pened. Then | added a littke more. 
Still nothing happened. Finally 1 
spread it on the malawah with 
greal abandon. 

Meanwhile, my companion was

enjoying his bean soup. It wis very 
geod, but {would be hard put to say 
that there was anything particularly 
different «bout the seasoning. 

But f did not realize just how fur 
the restaurant had strayed until | 
received my main course, a platter 
of stuffed items. These included a 
Moroccan cigar, Kurdish fried 
koube and a blintz filled with liver 
that my own grandmother might 
have served. Of course there were 
also stuffed cabbage and stuffed 
prape leaves and, in fact, everything 
was very good, but it was a classic 
example of the new Israeli cuisine. 

So, for that matter, was my com- 
panion’s kebab, The meat was juicy 
and well-seasoned. The serving was 
ample. The chips were freshly made 
from [tesh potatoes and the finely- 
chopped salad well-dressed with 
lemon and oil. 

He didn’t know the difference, 
but all that was missing for me was 
that little something, that elusive 
flavour that hinted of far-off lands. 

Having eaten very amply, we felt 
no need for dessert. 

Marvad Haksamim might not be 
the ideal place for a journcy into the 
past. but it does provide very good 
value for moncy. The bill for the 
two of us, including soft drinks, 
came to NIS 29. a 
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A HOODED CROW was sitting on 
the roof of my carport this morning. 
Yesterday's rain hid left everything, 
including his feathers, shining und 
clean, und he was casually going to 
and fra to the nearby olive tree. Le 
would pluck a big, black, juicy olive. 
carry it to the carport roof and there 
enjoy another stage in a fine Medi- 
terranean breakfast. I watched how 
adroitly he held the olive in his 
beak, now and then with the aid of a 
clawed foot, and after eating away 
the flesh, dropped the pit on the 
carport roof. By the time he finished 
his repast, there were at Icast a doz- 
en Olive pits on the roof. ᾿ 

Starlings also eat olives, but this 
little winter visitor actually swallows 
the olive, pit and all, and later ex- 
cretes the pits. These are the only 
birds [ have seen eating olives from 
the tree, although I saw a bulbul 
take a tentative peck at them and, 
finding them not quite to its taste, 
leave them alone. 

But back to crows. We have a lot 
of them in the Galilee, as well as 
their large cousin, the black raven. 
They are too big to miss seeing and 
too noisy to miss hearing. ‘They have 
a hoarse voice but are good imita- 
tors, and there is one in Karkur that 
imitates cats so well one would be 
convinced that some poor kitten is 
trapped up in the tree. A raven at 
the Zoology Department of the He- 
brew University, back when it was 
situated in the Russian Compound, 
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Crows’ feat 


used to annoy us all day by calling 
“Avruham — food" in Hebrew. 
Both the crow and the raven are 
members of the corvidae, a group of 
birds that includes the blue jay, 
jackdaw and others. They have ex- 
ceptionally large brains, are pos- 
sessed of extremely good memories, 
especially concerning friend and 
foe, and are exceptionally clever. 

{ should not like to anthropomor- 
phize to the point of claiming that 
these birds have a sense of humour, 
but they certainly have something. 
In Sha’ar Hagai there was one 
cheeky crow that used to come up 
and steal kibbled dog food from a 
guard dog. The dog was on a cable 
and the crow knew to the centimetre 
just how close the dog could get. It 
would take the kibble and sit not 
more than 20-40 centimetres out of 
reach and very slowly eat its stolen 
tidbit. The dog was frantic and the 
crow seemed to be in fine spirits, It 
would hop about, caw loudly and 
now and then make a display of 
preening its wings. There may be 
some other explanation for the be- 
haviour but to me it certainly 
seemed that the crow was teasing 
the dog — just for the hell of it. 0

LEVY’S 
PEAK 


HANNAH LEVY (b. Germany, 
here since 1934) is a highly respect- 
ed veteran artist. It seems a waste 
that this extensive selection of her 
watercolours, spanning a period of 
40 years, and of almost uniformly 

quality, should be available 
only to the limited public reaching 
this venue. Indeed, a major retro- 
spective of her work is called for, 
incorporating oils and sketches as 
well, within the setting of a major 
city museum. 

Since the late “40s, watercolours 
have constituted an important alter- 
native medium for Levy, paralleling 
her achievements in oils, as she 
moved gradually from expression- 
ism towards her own brand of lyrical 
abstraction. Particularly when she 
takes her impressions directly from 
nature, this has been the medium 
that has continually enriched her 
work. Its vitality has injected a fresh 
vision in her studio paintings in oils 
as well. 

In this show, the viewer is given 
little information as to the dates of 
the paintings or the geographical lo- 
cations which inspired the artist. 
However, certain groups of works 
are associated with different periads 
in her career. Take the earliest 
paintings (found at the gallery en- 
trance) which mark the artist's wa- 
tercolour debut. Here she employs 
her paints like oils, laying them on 
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Hannah Levy: watercolour and ink, 


in thick, opaque brushstrokes, 

A quartet of paintings from the 
early ‘50s record Levy's unusual first 
impressions of Safad (the town in 
which she has now lived for thirty 
years). As these closely packed ge- 
ometrized abstractions reveal, 
Levy, coming from the countryside 
(first Motza, near Jerusalem, and 
then Ra‘anana), perceived Safad as 
a big, bustling city. 

Paris, which the artist visited 
twice , left its mark on her painting. 
Works associated with her first visit 
show an intensified calligraphic line 
and concentrated patches of black 
ink or paint, features which point to 
the influence of Parisian building 
ornament, such as the Art Nouveau 
designs of Hector Guimard at the 
entrances to Paris metros. 

Watercolours from the ‘60s and 
‘70s, abstractions from nalure, re- 
veal Levy at the peak of her powers. 
Her brush drifts delicately, light as a 
butterfly, stroking the paper with 
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we 


soft washes of paint. Over or along- 
side these surfaces, she sketches in 
ink, pencil or oi) pastels, creating 
contrasts of form, texture and pres- 
sure, Areas of judiciously selected 
space not only act te balance these 
sharp calligraphic markings with the 
transparent areas of paint, but also, 
it seems, allow her images to 
‘breathe." - 

Over the years Levy has executed 
an extensive series of portraits. Re- 
cent examples on display appear to 
lack the vibrant realism of her early 
oil studies (as seen in a recent exhi- 
bition at Jerusalem's Artists House 
of artists who worked in Motza be- 
tween 1938-41). Today, Levy scems 
unconcerned about whether she 
produces a physical likeness or not. 
In the same way that she filters im- 
ages from nature into semi-abstract 
forms, she extracts detail from hu- 
man features, playing with shapes 
for purely artistic purposes. The re-

pitch-dark oil paintings of David 
Hardan, the sectator must first se- 
lect for himself an optimum viewing 
light and floor stance. Only then will 
the forms on the canvas begin to 
emerge. 

In Hardan's portraits, the eyes are 
the first detail to stand out from the 
dark matrix; small screwed-up orbs 
with only the whites of the cornea 
shining clear. Next, check-bones 
and face-shadows move inte focus. 
These are followed by the soft out- 
line of a head, then skin, drawn 
laut, painted in tones of ruddy- 
brown, ochre or grey-green. To- 
gether, these details are sufficient to 
mark out the character of Hardan’s 
model. Hair, shoulders and neck are 
now almost superfluous additions, 

Similar slow study of the labyrinth 
of dark brushstrokes comprising 
Hardan's abstractions from nature 
prove equally rewarding. Out of the 
darkness, lines and curves take on 
the individual forms of branches and 
fronds, Light is seen to glow within 
the canvas, or to beam from outside 
to touch a surface leaf, or highlight 
the texture and direction of a single 
brushstroke. 

Hardan, a self-taught artist, 
works within a narrow painterly for- 
mat which almost conceats his weak- 
ness as a draughtsman. Yet this limi- 
tation, exposed in his portraiture, is

almost compensated for by the in- 
tensity of feeling which vibrates 
through his work. In addition, Har- 
dan possesses an uncommon ability 
to create atmosphere; in his case, an 
aura of strangeness and mystery.

NEW YORK, in recent photo- 
graphs by [sracli-born Margallt 
Mannor, is perceived as a silent city 
of shadows and gentle sunlight, a 
poetic identity not usually associat- 
ed with this cosmopolitan city. 

Confining herself to an almost 
monochromatic colour-scate, Man- 
nor shows a series of pillar-shaped 
(100 x 30cm.) and large rectangular 
frames which concentrate on the 
formal values of cily building exteri- 
ors. People, where they appear, are 
secn as small blurred figures accord- 
ed the same minor attention as pass- 
ing cars or trams. The sky replaces 
human beings as an expressive ele- 
ment, shown, for example, in turbu- 
lent cloud formutions, or as a severe 
stecl-grey backcloth for the night 
silhouettes of tall buildings. 

In her best pictures, Mannor em- 
ploys “leading” lines (these may be 
branches, railings, shadows) which 
direct the eye towards an interesting 
detail. Dead leaves lying on a step. 
Doors and windows boarded-up ina 
derelict tenement. Contrasts in ar- 
chitectural ornament, 

Instances where Mannor's images 
are devoid of this type of emphasis, 
her scenes are too bland and ordi- 
nary to capture and hold interest.
